Meanwhile the three-mile race had start- 
ed. The first mile the three Englishmen 
took the lead in a bunch from the three 
Americans and the order hardly changed.

Here the Englishmen forgot suddenly 
their British phlegm, rushed on the course 
shouting and waving hats, and surrounded 
Workman, whose feat of endurance cer- 
tainly deserved all praise. 

Scarcely could he reach the pavilion, for 
the yelling crowd would not move until the 
hero of the occasion came out on the bal- 
cony and sat there, fanned by his ardent 
supporters. Meanwhile poor Foote limped 
sadly across the field to the stand on the 
arms of his friends. 

- Dazed by Their Defeat. 

The Americans walked out of the field a 
trifle dazed by seeing their hopes so suddenly 
aroused and quickly dashed. 

Perhaps, too, they were not quite sure 
what to make of the mob of yelling British- 
ers, who, at the beginning of the afternoon, 
regarded the American college shouts with 
pained surprise. 


No Excuses by Americans. 


It is impossible to get any excuse from the 
American team for its defeat.

Society of American Women Already 
_ Has One Hundred Members and 


Is Gaining Power.

London, July 22.—London’s America is 
focusing itself into a sort of republic, in 
which the feminine element greatly predomi- 
nates.

TROOPS RULE THE CITY. 


CLEVELAND RIOTERS FACED BY 


Trouble Growing Out of the Street 
Railway Strike Assumes Threaten- 
{ng Proportions and More Soldiers 
Are Called Out to Preserve Urder— 
—Obliged to Charge the Mob—Strik- 
ers Issue nifesto in Which Force 

Is Advocated as Last 


Cleveland, O., July 22.—[Spectal.)}—Cleve- 
land is practically under martial law tonight, 
as a result of the street railroad strike. Five 
hundred troops, half a hundred Deputy Sher- 
iffs, and the entire police force of the town is 
trying to hold a score of ugly mobs in check. 

At 10 o’clock two outbreaks had been re- 
ported, despite the efforts of the combined 
forces to keep order. On Cedar avenue @ 
policeman shot a man who wae in the act 
of hurling a rock at a non-union motorman. 
The bullet passed through the offender’s 
arm. 

Not half an hour later a -umion car 
was surrounded on Willson avenue and 
bombarded by a mob of 2,000 people. The 
militia was not there, and the police were 
powerless. The conductor drew his re- 
volver and fired, wounding one person im the 
crowd. Four Cleveland companies of the 
Fifth Regiment of Infamtry, Ohio National 
Guam, the First Ohio Cavalry, and the 
Naval Reserves are guarding the property of 
the Big Consolidated Street railway com- 
pany end patroling the tracks in the most 
lawless parte of the city. | te 

One company is stationed at the Holmden 
avenue barns, another at Lakeview, another 
at Miles avenue, another at the corner of 
Broadway amd Petrie streets, where rote 
have been frequent during the present strike. 

The First Ohio Cavalry is doing mounted 
police duty on Broadway, through the iron 
ward, which has been the scene of much 
trouble the last two months.

Manifesto by the Strikers. 

The Press committee of the strikers issued 
a remarkable manifesto today. It prac- 
tically upholds violence as a last resort in 
winning the strike, saying: | | 

‘* Let every man submit to the inevitable 
when he is conquered, but be the conqueror 
if he can. Let every man join hands with 
the union and compel recognition of exist- 
ing grievances if possible, but if not possible 
wait like men, and, gaining strength, spring 
upon the enemy like a lion upon his prey, 
and rend him in your might! Let every man 
abide by arbitration if such methods of ad- 
judication do not have the unmistakable 
evidence of partiality. | 

“We believe that force can be applied in 
many instances, and that it is absolutely 
essential in the present case. Government 
protects life and property, but does not re- 
gard labor tn any light whatever. We are 
lacking a principle, of government because 
we cannot employ the forces of the gov- 
ernment to enforce the demands of labor. 

**Government runs the street cars, and 
threatens to shoot the men who dare inter- 
fere. Therefore, the. power of the laborer 
is nullified by the government which says 
he has the right to toil. When any form of 
despotism arrays itself against the strug- 
gling masses it cannot be successfully coped 
with by common law. Oe 

“ When great aggregations of capital defy 
law and wipe out*competition, thereby di- 
minishing the demand for labor, they must 
be met by a like element strong enough to 
render their organized efforts feeble.” 

At 11 o'clock this evening a dozen Deputy 
Sheriffs guarding the big Consolidated 
barns at South Brooklyn, just beyond the 
city limits, refused to accede to the request 
of the company to protect un non-union

He also requested that his revolver be 
sent to his mother, and a dime which he had 
in his clothes be sent to his father.

AGED CYCLIST REACHES TOWN. 


J. A. Rappe Arrives from Marinette on 
His Way to Philadelphia En- 
campment, 


J. A. Rappe of Marinette, Wis., 88 years 
o14, soldier, agriculturist, pedestrian, and 
bicyclist, rode into Chicago yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock on his wheel, and went 
direct to 482 North Clark street, to the 
home of a relative. He is on his way to 
Philadelphia, and will resume his journey 
tomorrow morning. The octogenarian is as 
hale and hearty as a man of 60, and he 
reeled off the last forty-two miles of his trip 
from Marinette into Chicago in eight hours. 

Last year Mr. Rappe made the journey on.

After Attorney William H. Dellenback had 
made « motion for a new trial, which the 
court set for hearing next Saturday, Dris- 
coll took a few steps toward the door, and 
then turned to meet his wife. He took both 
her hands in his, and her tears flowed, but 
not a word passed between them. The 
silence of the parting was moat touching. 
After the door closed behind her husband, 
Mrs. Driscoll turned to her children, who 
were crying piteously, and, gathering them 
about her, left the room. , 


Defendant Tells His Story. : 

| Deferidant was called td the witness stand 
during the day to explain how he came to 
shoot his former employer, R. J. Walsh, at 
the latter's office. He told of his service 
for the decedent as janitor of a building on’ 
Milwaukee avenue, and his discharge by 
Walsh. He told of several instances in 
which he said he had been abused by the 
dead man. He went down to Walsh’s office 
on the fatal morning to deliver over the 
keys of the building. Walsh upbraided him 
for what he had done to cause the discharge, 
amd he resented the abuse heaped upon him. 
When Walsh made some slighting remark 
about the defendant's wife, witness said, 
the quarrel grew. Then, according to the 
defendant, Waleh struck at him, and 
reached toward his pocket.

The prosecution, in rebuttal, sought to 
prove by several witnesses that Waleh was 
not accustomed to,carry a revolver.

She 
scarcely answered the question in the nega- 
tive when she became hysterical, and had 
to be assisted from the room. f 

The afternoon was taken up by the argu- 
ments of counsel. Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Pearson asked the jury to bring in a 
verdict. of guilty and recommend the ex- 
treme penalty. The attorneys for the de- 
fense emphasized the self-defense plea. They 
rehearsed the condition of Driscoll's family 
when the bread-winner was deprived of his 
employment. The case went to the jury at 
4 o'clock.

TIDAL WAVE ON LAKE SUPERIOR. 


Water Rises Three Feet in Chequema- 
gon Bay, Stopping Mills and 
Flooding Growing Crops. | 


Ashland, Wis., July 22—A tidal wave 
raised the water in Chequemagon Bay and 
the south shore of Lake Superior three feet 
this morning. It is the highest rise of water 
that has been reported for several years. It 
came nearly to the top of some of the docks, 
flooded roads, and backed up so high that 
several sawmills were obliged to shut down. 
The water ran over many of the lumber 
docks and Into the boiler-rooms of the mills, 
At 11 o'clock the water began to recede, and 
at 8 o'clock it was nine inches below normal.

Declares Question Is Not @ Political One 
and Says Republicans Have Always —

Narragansett Pier, R. I., July 22.—[Spe- 
clal.}—** If the Democratic friends who have 
been making such a loud outcry against 
combinations of capital will bring forth a 
bill at the next session of Congress designed 
to restrain injurious trusts they will see 
that the question of trusts is not a political 
one. There is no necessity for waiting until 
after the campaign of 1900 before bringing 
this question to an issue. I maintain that 
the Republican party is no more responsible 
| for the enormous growth of organized cap- 
ital than the Democratic party, the Populist 
party, or the Socialist party.” | 

These are the words of Senator William B. 
Allison of Iowa, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations, at Narragan- 
sett Pier today. At present he is at Narra- 
gansett Pier with Senators Burrows of Mich- 
igan, Platt of Connecticut, and Aldrich of 
Rhode Island, for the purpose of drafting a 
party currency reform bill. | 

Continuing, he said: 

“ The Republican party is now and always 
has been against illegal combinations of cap- 
ital. WhenlI say this I mean precisely what 
the phrase implies. If proof of this is needed 
it is sufficient to refer one to the Sherman 
anti-trust law of 1890, which occupies a con- 
spicuous place on our statute books today. 
The law, embodying as it does the views of 
some of the ablest lawyers in the Senate, 
was designed by Republicans and passed by 
a Republican Senate. er 

“If I mistake not, the venerable Senator 
Edmunds of Vermont was chairman of the 
Judiciary committee when this law was 
framed, and such well-known lawyers as 
Vest of Miseourt, Pugh of Alabama, and the 
late Senator George of Mississippi, all vet- 
eran Democrats, were on ihe committee 
when the Sherman bil] was under considera- 
tion,” The report on this bill was, as I re- 
member, unanimous. It was manifest that 
the Sherman bill, as !t came from the com- 
mittee, was the best measure that could have 
been formulated. | 

‘It may be, however, that developments 
of the last four or five years have made 
necessary some modifications or amend- 
ments to the Sherman law. If such be the

‘* While in Europe I found that the people 
of England, France, and Spain believe that 
the United States has a hard nut to crack 
in the subjugation of the Philippines. The 
Filipinos are unlike any other nationality, 
consequently a distinct and peculiar manner 
of treatment is necessary in negotiations to 
bring about the transfer of sovereignty. 
Perhaps if the people of the United States 
had the Spanish war to fight over again they 
would not demand the Philippines as an 
indemnity. These islands have cost many 
lives and much money, but now that tho

| FIREMEN IN HARD FIGHT. 
CROWD WATCHES PLUCKY WORK IN 
SAVING DOWN-TOWN PROPERTY. 


Members of Department Cling to Iron 
Platforms While Flames Burst from 


Loss Approximating $65,000 Caused

While Driving to the Scene. , 


Fire in the retail business center that was 
discovered a few minutes after 1 o’clock yes- 
terday attracted a crowd of vast proportions 
that stood in the street more .than an hour 
to-watch the work of intrepid firemen, who 
clung to fire escape ladders while flames 
burst from windows above and beneath 
them, fighting to quell|the flames that threat- 
ened to spread to adjoining buildings. 

The fire, which caused the entire sus- 
pension of traffic for a few minutes, tied up 


hour and a half, and caused damage to 
property approximating $65,000. It was first 
discovered on the third floor of Carrol] & 
Lancaster’s carpet establishment on _ the 
northeast corner of |Monroe and Wabash 
avenue. The mercurial apparatus for giv- 
ing automatic fire alarms gave the first 
notice to the department, and the engines 
were on the way to the locality before a box 
alarm had been sounded. | 


Chief Seyferlich Injured. 


On the way to the fire Chief Charles F. 
Beyferlich of the Second Battalion was 
thrown from his buggy at Randolph street 
and Wabash avenue through the careless- 
ness of a teamster, who turned ac~oss his 
course and compelled such a short turn that 
the Chief's buggy was thrown against one of 
the supporting pillars of the elevated rail- 
way structure. The only injuries he sus- 
tained were bruises of the shoulder and 
head, which he did not permit to interfere 
with his work at the fire. 

Before the fire apparatus arrived at the 
building a@ broad sheet of flame and a heavy 
volume of black smoke were issuing from 
the windows of the third floor at the east 
end of the bullding on the Monroe street side. 
Before a drop of water was thrown there was 
s. crowd of several thousand people in Mon- 
roe street. A second alarm brought a dozen 
more engines close upon the heels of those 
brought by the first, and when the first lead 
of hose was carried into the Monroe street 
_ side door there were 100,000 spectators in the 
surrounding streets. | 

Men and boys climbed upon the tops of 
cable cars that were stopped in the street 
and upon the elevated railway structure. 
The crowd was good-natured, but disobed- 
fent to the orders of the policemen, who 
were indulgent to the extent of permitting 
the sightseers to walk about in the ankle- 
deep water in the street and get saturated 
with the showers of dirty water thrown over 
or through the broken windows of the upper 
floors of thé burning bullding. 

Twenty minutes before the fire was dis- 
covered the employés of the carpet house 
had been dismissed for a Saturday half 
holiday. The firemen, after learning there 
was none of the employés at work on the 
upper floors, turned their entire attention 
to suppressing the flames. The task was 
made more difficult on account of the ef- 
fort to save damage to property by prevent- 
ing a flood of the building so far as possible. 

Plucky Work of Firemen. 

The most effective 'work was done with 
hose lines directed from the platforms of the 
fire escapes on the Monroe street and Wa- 
bash avenue fronts of the building at the 
fourth and fifth floors. At times the fame 
and smoke issuihg from the windows above 
and below the firemen on the platforms al- 
most drove them from their positions, but 
they held on pluckily and in less than an 
hour from the time of the second alarm had 
the fire well under control. 

The fire was kept above the third floor, 
all damage to stock on lower floors resulting 
only from smoke or water. The crowd 
melted away rapidly as soon as the water 
towers and fire ladders were removed from 
the street in front of the building. 

The property belongs to Mrs. Louise De 
Koven Bowen, wife of Joseph T. Bowen, 
who, as Miss De Koven, daughter of John 
De Koven, inherited it from her grandfather, 
BE. H. Haddock, one of the pioneer business- 
men and capitalists of this city. Mrs. Bow- 
en is now in Europe with her husband. Up 
to the time of the fire of 1871 the corner was 
occupied by the Haddock homestead, the 
present structure having been erected im- 
mediately after that fire. The building was 
wrecked by flames ten years ago. 

Part of the building was occupied by the 
American Wall Paper company, which suf- 
fered loss by damage from water and smoke. 
Carroll & Lancaster carried §112,000 in- 
surance on their stock and fixtures. The 
building was insyred for $47,500 more. In- 
being insured for $15,000 more. In- 
surance on the adjoining building, 156 and 


rent insurance being $13,000 in addition, 


PRESIDENT MAKES NO REPLY. 


Officers of National W. 0. T. U. Fear 
Use of McKinley Pictures to Adver- 
tise Whisky Won’t BeStopped. 


Officers of the National W. C. T. U. have 
‘given up hope that President McKinley will 
answer the request sent to him by the Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Helen M. Barker, that he take 
steps to prevent the uge of his picture as an 
advertisement by a whisky firm. 

“IT have given up hope that the President 
will stop this outrage,’ said Mrs. Barker 
yesterday. ‘In a similar case during the 
adininisiration of President Cleveland, when . 
a cigar firm used Mrs. Cleveland’s portrait 
and name as an advertisement, the President 
did not allow a day to pass before he had the 
pictures called in. 

“But here is the portrait of the President 
himself, a churchman who always has 
spoken well for the cause of temperance, 
used as an advertisement for whisky. And 
it is posted up where one cannot help seeing 
it. The President is notified and he ap- 
parently takes no notice of it whatever.”’ 
Mrs. Barker says she is unable to under- 
stand the failure of the President to notice 
her letter unless it has happened that some 
employé at the White House has mislaid the 
communication. This, however, she con- 
siders improbable. 

For three weeks the law prohibiting the 
use of the national flag in advertising has 
been in force, but though many signs con- 
taining representations of the flag are dis- 
played, among them being those also con- 
taining pictures of President McKinley, no 
arrests have been made.

Writes Home Regarding Her 


Cincinnati, 22,—[ Special. ]—Mrs. | 
Bellamy Storer has written to a Cincinnati | 


friend her first impression of Madrid. 
Mrs. Storer writes in part as follows: 


“The excitement of the war ts past with | 
us. The tales of Spanish cruelty and op-| 


pression, so many of which have since proved 
to be apocryphal or exaggerated, are tales 
told, and, let us hope, forgotten. We came 
to Spain, of course, with thoeea memories sti! 
buzzing in our ears, and my mind wasa little. 
apprehensive as to the reception of me new 
Minister. 

The first Spaniard whose I 


made came up to the open door of the com-. 


partment and eyed my small dog with friend- 
ly interest. He was a boy of 10. I reached 
down and gave him the little dog to hold, and 
he petted and kissed it. I offered him a 
franc piece. He quietly put down the little 
dog, and, without speaking, put out both | 
hands in a polite but firm refusal. 


sa thought I hiad seen the last of my first 


Spanish acquaintance, when he came run-_

treasured possession. I rummaged fn my |

Noticeable. 


HE new suburban street railroad which 
is to connect Kenilworth with Evans- 
ton, and Waukegan with Hammond, 
Ind., will be completed within ten 
days. It is the final link in a chain 
of 426 mules of tracks, trolleys, and cables 
which binds nearly the whole of Cook Coun- 
ty, with a population of neariy 2,250,000, and 
the western side of Lake County, Ind., into 
a complete whole. 

of outlying lines has been 
caught up in the outrush of suburban home- 
seekers and alike has caught them up until 
the City of Chicago spreads over nearly all 
the townships in Cook and includes more 
than half a hundred jittle towns, some of 
which are nearly as ol@ as the original city. 
To the pleasure rider and the picnic party, 
with its lunch baskets, hammocks, anil 
fringe of clinging chilfren, the network of 
lines at this season of the year is a gold 
mine of enjoyment. To the household pur- 
chasers and the business-men of the com- 
munity the improved transportation factit- 
ties present a problem in economics which 
involves the country store, the department 
store, and all of the old tangle of com- 
mercial problems whi¢h have been puzzles 
for a score of ycars. 
In genera] the business-men seem to favor 
these extensions of lines. The liverymen 
object, as they naturally do to any improve- 
ment in transportation /faciliies. Those who 
eater to a transient trade are expecting and 
enjoying a great increase in their sales of ice 
cream, soda water, and cigars. Thegrocery 
and meat men say their business is not 
changing materially, and” business-men in 
general say it has not made any great dif- | 


ference in their prosperity. 


Gives Them More Trade. 

The whole of these smaller and outlying 
communities does its! large’ dealing in the 
down-town districts. Fresh meats and sta- 
ple vegetables it.always has and always will 
buy nearer at home. The centralization of 
trade is an old and time worn story, and 
the country and suburban merchants have 
tired of the monotony of railing against it. 
They have left it for the theorists to discuss 
and for the reformers to speculate upon 
rémedies for the evil, if it is such, or relief 
for the victirns, if it prove a benefit to the 
greatest number. 

One thing the new lines linking the sub- 
urbs themselves together have done and are 
doing—that is building up suburban metrop- 
olises. Waukegan, Lake Forest, Evanston, 
Blue Island, Hammond, Maywood, and sev- 


tributing points in many lines for the sub- 
urbanites for miles around, who find it-more 
satisfactory to take a ten or twenty minutes’ 
car ride to one of these largef business cen- 
ters than to deal with the small merchants 
of their own: hamlets or take the long ride 
into the city. 
Some of these suburbs are old towns.

radius of many additional miles, and the 
suburbs of their own. } 
_The general verdict among suburban mer- 
chants, then, fis that the extension of the 
street car lines helps rather than hurts 
them. The small storekeepers in the small 
suburbs have complaints to offer, but the 
others have welcomed the extensions gladly 
and are hoping for more. They are taking 
the same stand the down-town. merchants 
are taking, and what they cried out against 
at first they now are welcoming gladly.

Lake Forest has hardly felt the effect of 
the street car line as yet but the perple there 
believe they will like it.

end. Already one Of the last meetings of the 
full. conferenée has been held, and next wéek 
the whole business will be wound up and 
brought to a Batisfactory conclusion. — 

The week bas been full of incidents, none 
of which, fortunately, have been other than 
favorable to peace. For the first time since 
the delegates assembled at The Hague the 
debates have been worthy a parliament of 
mankind. There have éloquent speeches 
by foremost representatives of different ne- 
tions and no one can say that this most 
important of. all subjects has not been han- 
dled worthily in an interesting debate. 

The work began with a great field day for 
the Americans on Monday afternoon. The 
project of apbitration came up before the 
third commigsion and the whole scheme of 
a permanent court of arbitration was unani- 
mously approved, but on two points excep< 
tion was taken by M. Martens, the represent- 
ative. of Russia and original framer of the 
arbitration ptoject, 

Martens is @ man of highest standing in 


} Europe, but Be is a professor and somewhat 


pedantic in his devotion to ideas of law and 
right which he has elaborated in his study. 
For some reason or other he took strong

Attack on Russia’s Contention. 

This Martens roundly assailed, declaring 
that it would not conduce to the independ- 
ence of an arbitrator, who might sometimes . 
be able to see much more clearly what 
ought to be decided than how to state the 
reasons for his decision in such a manner 
as to give no offense. The Americans sup- 
ported the original project against Martens, 
who was replied to in a speech of great 
power and eloquence by Descamps, the Bel- 
gian reportef of the commission, who has 
achieved a great position for himself at 
the conference. He challenged Martens di- 
rectly by adducing a - instance. 
Martens is at present President of the ar« 
bitration tribunal, which is sitting in Paris. 
. “Do you think,” said Descamps, “ that 
either party would be satisfied if you were 
to declare your decision as to that boundary 
without giving reasons for your decision1 
As a matter of fact, in all the 130 arbitra- 
tions which have taken place in this cen- 
tury, not one: has been decided without the 
publication of reasons for the judgment, at 
the same time that the award was pro- 
nounced.’’ 

The Americans, however, did not tabe-any 
active part in that discussion; their turn 
came when. again stood up to as- 
sail one of the articles of the project. This 
was the arti¢le providing for a revision of 
sentence within three months after it was

Martens had attacked the proposal with 
the utmost vehemence in committee. There 
had been a $tout battle over the question, 
but Martens. had been defeated by a ma- 
jority of one or two. He then avowed his 
intention to| bring the matter before the 
whole commission and he was as good as 
his word. When he sat down he had made 
such an impression that in the opinion of 
many revision was lost. 

American to the Rescue.

Carnegie on Westinghouse. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK JOURNAL AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) é 

London, July 22.—Andrew Carnegie was 
interviewed today at Skibo Castle, his Scot- 
tish home. Speaking on the proposed du- 
plicate of the Westinghouse company’s 
works at Manchester, he said: 

‘‘ Whether the Manchester establishment 
will be able to compete with the Pittsburg 
one depends on the British workman. If 
labor is restricted, if it is not as sober and 
steady as American labor, it is doubtful. 
But if given free scope Westinghouse will 
make the Manchester works as powerful as 
he has made the Pittsburg plant. 

“The British works will have a great ad- 
vantage over the American, being nearer 
the consumer. It is this fact, no doubt, that 
induced Westinghouse to_establish a plant 
in Manchester. It is pretty certain that 
British labor will be almost wholly em- 
ployed. Westinghouse may first have to 
bring over a corps of his expert young man- 
agers, a class which does not exist in 
Britain, but which I expect Birmingham 
University will furnish by and by. 

‘* My opinion is there is nothing more de- 
sirable for Britain than the object lesson 
Westinghouse has the power to give by 
managing his works at Manchester. I con- 
gratulate not only Manchester, but the 
whole of England upon this peaceful in- 
dustrial invasion of Conqueror Westing- 
house. Two branches of our race will be 
benefited by the strenuous rivalry of Pitts- 
burg against Manchester. It is of more 
importance than a contest between Sham- 
rock and Columbia. 

**T scarcely know where to set the limits 
to the field electricity is to fill in the future 
at the Carnegie works. Other kinds of 
motive power are being discarded in favor 
of electricity. 

‘The commercial prospects of America 
were never brighter than at present. It 
seems likely the demand for steel and other 
products will continue till at least the end 
of next year. I never knew business condi- 
tions that favorable.”’ 

On the political situation Mr. Carnegie 
did nm -vare to touch further than to hope 
tha’ chamberlain, being so anxious to ex- 
tend the territory of the British Empire, 
might entertain a proposition to relieve 
America of the Philippines. 

‘I think America can better aftord to give 
England 8,000,000 Filipinos than one man 
like Westinghouse.”’ 


About the Cup Race. 

Speaking of the America cup race, Mr. 
Carnegie sald: 

“One thing I know; that is, there were 
many of the best American sportsmen who 
would have been pleased if Valkyrie won 
‘the last race. There will be more this time 
who will wish in the interests of interna- 
tional sport that the Shamrock will take 
back the trophy. The feeling is pretty gen- 
eral that the cup has remained long enough 
on one side. There will be far more sport 
in America trying to regain it than to hold 
it. Of course, if the fates decree the defeat 
of the Shamrock, we will be able to restrain 
tears.”’ 

In reference to the reported delay in the 
sale of the Carnegie steel interests to bank- 


ers, Mr. Carnegie said: 
“T cannot understand this, ab I have had 


, nothing to do with bankers. I gave my young 


partners an option to buy my interests at 
a price then satisfactory to them, which, I 
am sure, is more so today. The demand for 
steel and the increased prices make their 
purchase a valuable ore. This year’s profits 
will leave a big surplus over dividends, and 
next year’s profits promise to be phenomenal. 
I sold out at the wrong time, as far as mere 
money making is concerned. I am glad 


they are going to do well.”

London, July 22.—There has not been much 
doing in opera during recent days, but there 
fs one strong exception.

| Melba’s London: Success. 
Another novelty of the season—a nov- 
elty for London, that is in its original 
dress—was ‘‘La Bohéme,” in which Melba 
made an artistic success, which more than 
justifies the reported triumphs she made in 
the work last season in America. . 

It more than justifies, but the fact none 
the less brings along its comprises, for 
the fact is that Mme. Melba’s art is here so 
exceptionally fine in its perfection and re- 
straint, in its absolute confinement to true 
means for the winning of success, that one 
would not have beforehand suspected a 
popular audience as likely to give her full 
and immediate recognition. 

At Covent Garden, indeed, there was warm 
recognition, but it was not so rapturous as 
was the reported recognition from over the 
water. Still Mme. Melba should have been 
satisfied, for the booking was excellent, and 
the opera definitely goes into the Covent 
Garden répertoire so long as Melba is avail- 
able to sing the part. Without her, indeed, 
it is felt there is not any likelihood of the 
opera drawing a full house at Covent Gar- 
den, for the work is, despite its indubitable 
beauty, essentially fitted for such a theater, 
for example as the Residenz Theater at 
Munich. 

‘Mme. Melba has had in other parts suc- 
cess of a quite extraordinary kind. Her 
Lucia is, of course, well known, but her im- 
personation of the part this year is ac- 
knowledged to have been an amazing vocal 
success, exceptional even for her. In the 
famous mad scene her singing was wonder- 
ful; it had a living quality such as one as- 
sociates with a movement to pure vitality. 

Covent Garden was never seen to rise to 
so extraordinary a height of enthusiasm as 
was displayed at the first of tho 
scene this year. 


 Wyndham’s Criterion Caseer. 

Mr. Wyndham made a farewell speeth at 
the Criterion last night. After appearing 
there for twenty-three years he will open the 
new theater to be called the David Garrick.

|SRCRETS OF THE AMAZON. 


LONG ORI ON THD WILMINGTON 18 


‘Wan Vessel Commander Reports on the 
‘Possibilities for American ‘Enter- 
prise in the Little Known Parts of 
the Southern Continent—Ruthless 
Destruction of Rubber Trees—Rare 
Collection of Tropical Animals Se- 
cured for the National Museum. 


Washington, D. C,, July 22.—The Navy de- 

tment has made public the report reeent- 

y received from Commander C. C. Todd of 
the Wilmington, rélating to the cruise of 
that vessel up the Amazon. The Wilming- 
ton proceeded 2,300 miles up the river, in- 
vestigated the.topography and natural re- 
sources of the country, made a collection of 
animals for the zodlogical park in Washing- 
ton, and secured a series of photographs of 
the towns along the river, the natives, and 
the most important features and scenery. 

The Valley of the Amazon, according to 
Commander Todd, is an immense area of 
low-lying land, interspersed with innum- 
erable waterways, which, during the rainy 
season, from May to December, overfiow 
almost all of the intervening country. The 
towns, of which there are few of large popu- 
lation, are built on the higher bluffs alo 
the river, and at certain points where the 
country is above the average high water 
level, there are small plantations, where 
cocoa, grain, and vegetables are grown for 
local consumption. Nearly all of the native 
houses as far west as the Peruvian are 
built upon piles to raise them above the 
flood level. | 

The valley, strange as it may seem, does 
not produce food stuffs sufficient for the 
support of the people. The foreign resi- 
dents of all the ge towns rely largely on 
canned goods and other imported foods for 
subsistence. 

Kind Oppressive Climate. | 

The climate was found to be oppressive 
and humid. The annual range of the ther- 
mometer is from 72 to 92 degrees, and the 
whole valley is the seat of tropic malaria, 
which is exceedingly ‘dangerous to unac- 
climated visitors. Great care was taken of 
the health of the men on shipboard. None 
of the officers or men was allowed to re- 
main on shore at night. The result was the 
health of the ship's company was 
throughout the voyage, only a few cases 
of mild malaria developing. | 

It was found necessary to engage river 
pilots for almost the whole voyage, This 
service was expensive, but efficient, as the 
ocean-going steamers, which ply up the 
river as far as Manaos, have a fine corps 
of pilots, who are familiar with the changes 
of channel, that come with every high water. 
The Wilmington grounded but once on the 
whole trip of 4,100 miles, and returned to 
Para in condition to proceed immediately 
to sea. 

The treatment of the United States ves- 
sels and its officers by the local authorities 
was courteous throughout, although at one 
point in the Peruvian section of the upper 
Amazon a whole military post, composed of 
six men, fled to the bush on the appearance 
| of a man-of-war, and it was with difficulty 
that two of them could be induced to return 
long enough to accord the Wilmington of- 
ficial sanction to proceed up the river to. 
Iquitos. | 

This city was the farthest point reached 
‘by the Wilmington ‘on the long inland voy- 
age, although the vessel might have pro- 
ceeded about 400 miles further had there 
‘been a supply of coal accessible. — 


The most important city along the river. 
} above Para is Manaos, close to the junction, 
of the Rio Negro and the Amazon. This is 
the seat of government of the state of Ama- 
zon and has a population of between 30,000 
and 40,000. It is the distributing point for 
the immense trade of interior Amazon basin, 
and seems destined’ to grow in commercial 
importance. jae 
It is here that the ocean-going steamers 
transship their cargoes to the smaller river 
boats, by which they are distributed along 
the Madeira’Purws, Jurna, Japara, and Ria 
Negro. The town does an important trade in, 
rubber, cocoa, and dye stuffs from the in- 
terior and is looked upon by Commander 
Todd as an important post for our Consular 
service in view of the opening for American 
imports. 
The difficulty in securing coal suggested 
also that this was a good opening for Amer-~ 
ican enterprise. Pocahontas coal brings $104 
ton laid down at Manaos. Further up the 
river Napo, beyond the City of Iquitos, in 
Peru, it is said theré are gold deposits which, 
are worked by the natives. No one else 
has ever worked them so far as can be 
ascertained, and their-extent is purely spec, 
ulative. It is said also that there are large 
deposits of coal on the eastern slope of tha 
Cordilleras, but at present no attempt is 
made to work them. 


Rubber the Principal Product.

The officers of the Wilmington learned | 
enough on the subject to feel sure that there 
are no immense forests of rubber trees and 
that they grow singly or in small groups 
close along the banks of the streams. The 
trees closest to the) water are being rapidly | 
destroyed, and how far inland they may 
be found no one knows. 

Commander Todd suggests that it would 
be the part of prudence for the governments | 
of the various States in the Amazon Valley 
to take measures for preserving the forests. 
and cultivating the trees in plantations, in| 
order to guard against the serious results| 
which would follow a sudden collapse of this | 
great industry. |

A law has been passed in France com- 
pelling employers to pay their workmen a 
pension in case of accidents which disable. 
them. The law has caused much discussion 
and aroused opposition among the smaller 
employers, who say they could not afford 
this. 

The French Consul at Manila has sent to

A plan for controlling the coffee market of 
the world has originated, and was recently 
published in the Venezuelan Herald. It ad- 
vocates the formation of a league of all the 
coffee-producing countries, in order to save 
the loss of about $16,000,000 per year, which, 
it is estimated, coffee growers are at pres- 
ent losing. Mr. Olavarria proposes a con- 
ference to determine a limit of production, 
and to apportion the amount of this, which 
each country will be expected to furnish. 

Consul Hill suggests that United States 
trade should be extended in South America. 
He says the increase of trade in every other 
direction has been greater than with South 
America. ‘‘The United States,’’ he says, 
“should employ the agencies adopted by 
other nations—steamships under°our ewn 
flag, banks under our own control, and busi- 
ness houses under distinctively American 
contro}.”

Naughtin, and thé delegate’s private secre- 
tary, Father J. A. McEriain, took a long 
drive through the grounds of the University 
of Wisconsin and along the Mendota Lake 
shore drive, returning to the parochial resi- 
dence of St. Raphael's, where he is stopping, 
at 5:30 0’clock. | 

Hundreds of strangers are in the city to 
see Mer. Martinelli, and the attendance at 
the pontifical mass tomorrow wil be un- 
precedented in Wisconsin. The services are 
to be held in St. Raphael’s Church, which, 
though a large edifice, is expected to be un- 
able to accommodate one-half the persons 
who will seek admission. 

The celebrant of the mass will be the papal 
delegate; the assistant priest, the Rev. W. J. 
Dalton of Kansas City; the deacons of 
honor, the Rev. D. J. Kennedy, O. P., of 
Somerset, O., and the Rev. John A. McEr- 
lain, O. 8. A., Martinelii's secretary; the 
deacon of the mass, the Rev. John Morris- 
sey of Oshkosh; the subdeacon, the Rev. P.

PROBATION OFFICERS. 

re of the New Juvenile Court 
‘Law That Is Responsible for Piac- 
ing Mrs. A. P. Stevens and Mre. Edna 
. Sheldrake in Responsible Positions 
—Interesting Careers of the Two 
Women Who Have Assumed the Dit- 
ficult Work. 


~ 


‘The commissioning on July 1 of two wom- 
en, Mrs. A. P. Stevens of Hull House and 
Mrs. Edna Sheldrake of Northwestern Uni- 
versity Settlement, as probation. officers 
marks a new era in criminal procedure, as 
well as in the advance of women. 

In the popular excitement last spring over 
the Allen law, another measure was passed, 
little noticed by the public—a measure, how- 
ever, that bids fair to be of increasing ben- 
efit to the city, long after the Allen law 
is forgotten. Under this law, known as 
the Juvenile Court law, the.two women 
probation officers were appointed. 

Their duties include the work of police- 
men, detective, guardian, and teacher. The 
child, though guilty, may, if the offense is 
but slight, be given another chance. Here 
the probation officer steps in and “ stands 
good ”’ for the behavior of the child. When 
he offends again, the probation officer 
brings him to court, Thus, having con- 
tinually to buy his freedom by behaving 
well, the child’s reformation becomes a 
matter of habit. 

To perform the duties of a probation officer 
an unlimited amount of tact, practical 
knowledge of the children and their sur- 
roundings, familiarity with the laws af- 
fecting children, as well as energy, firmness, 
and courage, are a few of the qualities requi- 
site for success. 

The appointment of Mrs. Stevens and 
Mrs. Sheldrake, which came as an unsought 


honor to each, is a signal acknowledgment 


of their fitness for the work. ‘They have 

ine into it because interested in the work. 
f there is any compensation it must come 
from outside, for the law reads: “‘ Said pro- 
bation officers to receive no compensation 
from the public treasury.” 


‘Probation Officer’s Career. 

Mrs. Sheldrake’s appointment was sought 
by the Northwestern University Settlement, 
where she had been engaged in charitable 
work for two years. Dr. Rogers, President 
of Northwestern University, and Mr. Harry 
Ward, President of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Settlement, were mafnly instru- 
mental in securing her appointment. 
~ Mrs. Sheldrake, though a literary woman, 
and a contributor to the best known maga- 
zines in the country, had her interest aroused 
in this line of work eight years ago, when 
she was left a widow with three little chil- 
dren,.in a strange city, without a cent in the 
world. | 

A Kentuckian, bred to luxury, and, In her 
married life, the wife of an eminent Pres- 
byterian minister, Mrs. Sheldrake found 
herself in much the same helpless condition 
as those whose sufferings she is now al- 
leviating. | 

First Encounter with Children. 

She finally secured newspaper work, and 
her first “ assignment’’ was to write up 
the condition of the little boys in the County 
Jail. She found them thrown in with hard- 
ened criminals, and learning the vilest lan- 
guage and arts of depravity. 

Thus she was brought suddenly and di- 
rectly Into touch with a class of people she 
had heretofore regarded only from a dis- 
tance. From that time her interest in the 
poor has never ceased, *‘ because,’’ as she 
says, *‘I am one of them.” 

a4 Enters New Field. 

After four years of newspaper work Mrs. 
Sheldrake was employed by the Civic feder- 
ation to make investigations along the same 
line. Her first work was a systematic and 
scientific investigation of street beggars. 
Muck ‘delicate investigation of details was 
necessitated. Mrs. Sheldrake says she be- 
came closely acquainted with the lives of 
over 100 street beggars of all nationalities 
and ages. 

At that time the laws restraining children 
from begging were totally ineffective. The 
families tmmediately paid what they were 
fined and started the child off again. Mrs. 
Sheldrake says one case was particularly 
aggravating. Three years ago a little girl 
only 9 years old was arrested three times, 
and was twice fined $100. Her father 
promptly paid the fines, and the girl went 
on begging. A few days ago Mrs. Sheldrake 
discovered the same girl plying her old 
vocation. 

“TI hope for a great change, however, in 
this direction, from our new juvenile court 
law,” she says. ‘‘ Under it the children will 
be taken away from their parents, and so 
make the punishment effective.” 


| Settlement Work. 
Mrs. Sheldrake’s ill-health, caused by 


overwork, caused her retirement from the. 


Civic federation's investigations, and upon 
recovery she began the settlement work at 
Northwestern University Settlement. Here 
for a short time she engaged in small 
neighborhood charity work. From that she 
entered her present field. 

Over the nom de plume of “‘ Fare Leslie ” 
Mrs. Sheldrake has written poems, fiction, 
children’s stories, and articles to such mag- 
azines as Scribner’s, Wide-Awake, the St. 
Nicholas, Good Housekeeping, the Sunday- 
school Times, and McClure’s. 

Mrs. Sheldrake is distinguished by the 
further fact that she has never belonged to 
@ woman's club. She heartily believes in 
them, however, and thinks they accomplish 
much good. | 
Mrs. Stevens’ Work. 

Mrs, A. P. Stevens was going to Rockford 
College when she received the news of her 
appointment. The Legal Cook County 
Woman's club had solicited her nomination 
by Judge Tuthill. A more representative 
clubwoman could scarcely have been found. 

Mrs, Stevens is President of the Hull 
House Woman’s club, chairman of the edu- 
cational department of the Legal Cook 
County Woman's club, chairman of the In- 
dustrial committee of the Illinois Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, member of the Municipal 
Science club, and of the Social and Econom- 
ics clubs, and also an honorary member of 
the Hull House Anti-Cigaret club, a flour- 
ishing society of forty members In all 
those clubs Mrs. Stevens has borne a 
prominent part, having held the posttion of 
President of the Hull House Woman's club 
for two years. | 

But from the.standpotnt of practical expe- 
rience, there are few who could fill the of- 
fice better than Mrs. Stevens. 

For two years she has, at the police sta- 


‘tions, voluntarily done probation work.

Fair Play for Boys. 

Every morning she visited the Maxwell 
Street Station, and there laid the boys’ cases 
fairly before the Police Judge. He often 
.gave the boys into her charge, though at 
that time there was no legal sanction of the 
act.

“TI went into it,” said Mrs. Stevens, “ be- 
cause I like any work relating to children.” 

The data collected by Mrs. Stevens in this 
work was used in the Legislature in the 
committees considering the Juvenile Court 
law, and the truant school law. 

Last September Mrs. Stevens made a thor~ 
ough investigation of the Juvenfie Court tn 
Boston, the only city besides Chicago that 
has ever instituted such acourt. Mrs. Ste- 
vens was delighted with the court there, and 
found it working perfectly. She also visited 
the truant schools, and the information 
which she collected from those sources she

Washington, D. C., July 21-— The age of 
electricity is only just dawning,” said As- 
sistant Commissioner of Patents Greeley 
yesterday, “and one advance in this direc- 
tion which we are about to witness is the 
conversion of the steam railroads of this 
country into electric railroads—a change 
that would have been accomplished already 
to a large extent but for the immense amount 
of money invested in locomotives and the 
first enormous expense of installing an elec- 
tric plant. Cars have already been run by 
electricity at a rate exceeding sixty miles 
an hour; and electric locomotives have 
proved themselves superior to those depend- 
ing on steam power. One advantage of the 
electric locomotive engine is that it emits 
no smoke or cinders, and the water power 
of any river within a few miles of the line 
may be utilized, instead of fuel, to runi 

“The first electric road for city or 
urban traffic was put in operation a n 
years ago; at present there are in the 
United States more than 15,000 miles of such 
roads, representing a total investment of 
$900,000,000, and employing about 175,000 
persons. In 1880 there were only three elec- 
tric light and power establishments in this 
country; today there are more than 10,000 
such establishments, employing 50,000 men 
and $500,000,000 of capital. The telephone 
in 1880 was just beginning to be commerci- 
ally known; now there are over 1,000 ex- 
changes, using 600,000 miles of wire, and 
employing 15,000 individuals and $85,000,000 
of capital. 

“These few figures give a notion of the 
wonderful progress made by the electrical 
art during the last few years of the nine- 
teenth century. It has extended itself over 
the industrig] fleld to such an extent as 
largely to modify social and economic con- 
ditions, incidentally giving gainful occupa- 
tion to a vast number of persons. Today 
the support of considerably over 1,000,000 
people in this country ts derived from enter- 
prises which depend upon electricity, and to 
this number there will be an enormous ad- 
dition when electricity is substituted for 
steam as motive power on the railways, 

** Electricity is invading all the arts and 
industries. The manufacturer finds it more 
economical to attach a motor to each of his 
machines, distributing power through his 
factory by means of wires. Coal is now 
cut in the mines by electric power, carried 
to the pit’s mouth by the same agency, and 
loaded upon electric cars for transportation. 
The demand for copper for electrical uses 
is mainly accountable for the fact that the 
output of this metal in the United States has 
been multiplied by six since 1880. To make 
a telephone circuit from Boston to Chicago 
requires over 1,000,000 pounds of copper. 


No End to the Marvela. 

“ Many marvelous things are being accom- 
plished with metals by the aid of electricity, 
among which may be mentioned the welding 
together of such substances as steel, cop- 
per, nickel, etc.—a task that was deemed im- 
possible until recently. With the employ- 
ment of the electric arc a new chemistry of . 
high temperatures is in prospect, promising 
fresh discoveries of high industrial value. 
By this means a heat of 7,200° Fahrenheit is 
attained, which is sufficient to reduce all 
known substances. Hence the electric fur- 
nace. in which gold, fron, platinum, and cop- 
per are volatilized, and by the help of which 
actual diamonds have been manufactured 
from charcoal. 

“Already we have learned how to send 
seventy-two messages simultaneously over 
a single wire. We can transmit the hand- 
writing of an individual by telegraph, and 
in the same way we can actually reproduce 
half-tone pictures at long distance. Before 
long we shall be able to reproduce full type- | 
written pages by telegraph, just as we now 
send words on a paper ribbon, and wireless 
telegraphy seems to bein sight. When the 
proposed Pacific cable is laid it will be prac- 
ticable to send a message around the world 
in three seconds, and It promised that a 
method will be found for telegraphing be- 
tween ships miles apart at sea. Even now 
it no longer seems so wonderful that, by the 
touch of a button at the Naval Observatory 
in Washington each day at noon, 100,000 
clocks all over the United States shoul be 
set to the true time, while time-balls are 
dropped at the same instant at all seaports 
on the Atlantic and Pacifico. coasts for the 
benefit of mariners. a 

great problem likely to be solved 
the twentieth century is the transformation 
of heat into electricity direct. When this is

This kind of 
elevator is itself a new invention; it has no 
attendant, but is so controlled by the in- 
visible force stored in great jars of lead and. 
acidulated water in the battery-room that 
it is as safe and docile as any well-trained 
servant. Anybody who wants to make use 
of it presses a button, amd the car comes 
responsively to the floor desired. Stepping:

of buttons inside, and the car transports him 
to the floor he wishes to goto.

swimmers in the pool. Kleppish could not 
swim. He went into the pool at a place 
where the water is shallow, but the bottom, 
which is of cement, slopes gradumaily to a 
depth of fifteen feet. Kleppish got beyond 
his depth while trying to swim, lost his 
presence of mind, and sank to the bottom. 
He did not call for help, but Gilhus, who had 
been swimming in the pool, noticed his dan- 
ger and quickly went to the rescue. By that 
time Kleppish was in the deepest of the 
water. When Gilhus neared him Kleppish 
threw his arms about Gilhus’ neck and the 
two disappeared together, They remained 
down for some time, and when they came |" 
up Kleppish was still clinging to Gilhus’ 
neck, The men were clasped in each other's 
arms, and the other swimmers thought they 
were ducking each other. 


Almost Drowns Gilhus. 
They disappeared a second time and went 
to the bottom. Soon Gilhus’ head appeared

LECTRICITY finds 
such wide applica-- 
tion in, the industrial , 
arts today that it is 
extremely difficult 
to appreciate the 
fact that the funda- 
mental! principles 
of the science 
were revealed with 
the dawm of the cen- 
tury now drawing to 
a close. From the dis- 
covery of the voltaic 
pile, the centenary of 
which is now being 
celebrated at Como, 
Italy, to the general 
utilization of elec- 
tricity for com- 

mercial purposes, as 

emplified by the power plant at Niagara, 

indeed a wonderful advancement. 

The methods of communication, even in 
the most highly developed countries of the 
world, a hundred years ago, were tedious 
and laboribus; today, in the wilds of Africa, 
better and quicker facilities are enjoyed be- 
tween the more important settlements than 
those obtainable in the centers of civilization 
at the beginning of the century, and the uni- 
versal adoption of the electric telegraph and 


rities has effected a complete transforma- 
tion in social as well as commercial life. It 
ls only forty years since international teleg- 
raphy was demonstrated to be commercial- 
ty practicable by the successful operation 
of the Atlantic cable, and today it is possibile 
to transmit mé@ssages electrically between 
points 20,000 miles apart over a succession 
pf land lines and submarine cables, traver- 
sing the American Continent, passing under 
the Atlantic Ocean, penetrating Europe and 
Asia, skirting the shores of the Red Sea 
and the Mediterranean, plunging across the 
Indian Ocean, and touching the islands of 
the Australasian group until New Zealand is 
finally reached. The completion of the Pa- 
tific cable will furnish the last link in the 
chain encircling the earth, and as the sur- 
veys for both the American and British 
routes are now being made it is not inappro- 
priate to mention the project in this con- 
nection. 

Indeed, so much has been accomplished, so 

many important events have been crowded 
into a short space of time, that there is dan- 
ger of lack of recognition on the part of the 
public of the great sacrifices that the plo- 
neers in this field were compelled to make, 
of the difficulties that they encountered and 
the privations they endured in order that 
‘they might pursue their investigations. Of 
late progress has been made by leaps and 
bounds; capital is not wanting to develop 
the most visionary projects, and the facili- 
ties for experimental research and practical 
testing are everywhere at command. Not 
so in the beginning of the century. Then ex- 
perimental apparatus was scarce, and; at 
best, it was crude and unsatisfactory ac- 
cording to the standards of today. There 
may have been inventive genius at that time 
equal to Edison’s, but there were no such 
advantages to be had as those possessed by 
the great American inventor, no laboratory 
‘equipment like his, no'staff of assistants to 
work out details. . Take, for example, the 
case of Lindsay, born just a-hundred years 
ago, whose remarkable achievements are 
still the wonder of students of electrical 
science. His life was a succession.of priva- 
tions, but he was never heard to complain. 
One successful experiment made him forget 
his triale and sufferings, and the crowning 
feature of his life was the successful opera- 
tion of an electric lamp with which he illu- 
minated the scantily furnished room in 
which he lived in 1835.

the exact sciences, and Watt's inventions 
paved the way for the present system of 
generating electric currents by steam driven 
engines, 

During this period Aloysius Galvani, a 
physician at Bologne, made the discovery 
which was destined to connect his name 
with electrical science for all time, although 
his conclusions were afterwards, shown to 
be erroneous. Aside from every considera- 
tion of intrinsic merit in the observations 
of Gaivani, his work proved of inestimable 
benefit to electrical science, as it attracted 
universal.attention to the subject, and led to 
a controversy between Galvani and Volta, 
which ultimately resulted in the develop- 
ment of electro-magnetism or electro-dy- 
namics by the enthusiasts who were enlisted 
under the banner of the professor of Pavia. 

The voltaic pile which Volta constructed 
io demonstrate his theory was in all proba- 
bility the first device of the kind ever de- 
signed for generating electric current. It 
was built by placing a pair of disks of zinc 
and copper in,contact with one another, 
then laying on the copper disk a piece of 
fiannel or blotting paper moistened with 
brine, then another pair of disks of zinc and 
copper, and so on, each pair being separated 
by a moist conductor. Compared wiih the 
5,000 horse power generators employed in 
the Niagara power plant today the voltaic 
pile looks insignificant, yet it was rightly 
hailed as a great achievement in 1800, when 
it was described in a letter to the Royal So- 


ciety, of England, and its inventor was the | 


recipient of many favors. Napoleon, then 
First Consul of the French republic, sum- 


- moned Volta to Paris in 1801 and invited him 


to repeat his experiments. This was done 
before the leading scientific body of the 
nation and probably the highest of the 
world, and Napoleon, who attended, partici- 
pated in the discussion which followed Vol- 
ta’s explanation. The event has been per- 
petuated by the great Italian artist, Bertini, 
who represents Napoleon surrounded by 
courtiers and scientists listening to the Ital- 
ian visitor. The voltaic pile is on the table 
between them. 

It will not be possiple, within the limits 
of this article, to mention all the expert- 
ments connecting Volta’s work with pres- 
ent day practice—in fact, only a compara- 
tively few important steps can be enumer- 
ated. It should be noted, however, that 
Volta’s discovery greatly stimulated in- 
terest in the study of electrical phenomena, 
and that the investigations which imme- 
diately followed resulted in the disclosyre 
of some of the most valuable knowledge 
possessed by electricians today, Ameng 
Volta’s contemporaries was Sir Humphrey 
Davy, whose discovery of the principle of 
the arc lamp and observations upon electro- 
magnets marked distinct advances, and, al- 
though at the time they were:not fully ap- 
preciated, they attracted much attention. 
The announcement of Professor Oersted of 
Copenhagen that the magnetic needle might 
be deflected by a voltaic current had a much 
wider influence than could have been ap- 
preciated at the time of its publication. It 
was really the starting point in the brilliant 
career of Ampere, whose accomplishments 
in electrical science were second only in im- 
portance to Faraday’s discovery of the laws 
of induction téh years later. Ampere, like 
Volta, found it necessary to correct the 
theory advanced by the investigator, whose 
work had attracted him to the study of elec- 
trical phenomena. Oersted, in common 
with other physicists, believed that @lectric- 
ity was in some way to be explained as a 


magnetic phenomenon, but,Ampere discov-. 


ered the error, and established the ele- 
mentary laws of electro-dynamic action. 
He also developed the theory of molecular 
action, and anticipated the telegraph in 
1821 by describing an invention for the pur- 
pose of electrically transmitting signa:s.

Passing over his early career and his val- 
uable work as assistant to Sir Humphry 
Davy the most eventful period of his history 
is reached. His first important achievement 
as an independent investigator was in the 
discovery of electro-magnetic rotations, the 
principle underlying the construction of the 
modern electric motor. On Sept. 3, 1821, he 
saw for the first time the electric wire 
revolve around the pole of the magnet. This 
experiment was conducted at the Royal In- 
stitution and was well authenticated. The 
next discovery to be considered in this con- 
nection was that of induction, undoubtedly 
the most important in the whole history of 
electrical development. It is the underlying 
principle of electrical engineering and has 
enabled students of the art to build generat- 
ors, transformers, and motors, transmit cur- 
rent long distances, and utilize it in the op- 
eration of factories, driving machines of all 
kinds, lighting and ventilating mills and 
mines, as well as residences and office build- 
ings, and propelling street railway cars.’ The 
event just chronicled was published to’ the 
world on Sept. 21, 1831, and although its bear- 
ing upon the art could not be appreciated at 
that time Faraday’s genius was recognized 
and more than once an attempt was made to 
give him suitable recognition. For instance, 
in 1867, the Presidency of the Royal society 
was offered to Faraday..A painting pre- 
served in the rooms of the association records 
the scene when Lord Wrottesley, Grove, and 
Gassiot waited upon him as a deputation 
from the council to press on him the accep*t- 
ance of the highest place which science has. 
to offer. He hesitated and finally declined. 
even as he had declined the suggestion of 
knighthood years before. ‘‘ Tyndall," he 
said in private to his successor, ** I must re- 
main plain Michael Faraday to the last."

phenomenon of “ self-induction.” Henry

miles, the length of 
single wires or conductors being. 3,500,000 
miles,. and the total number of messages 
sent over them annually 365,000,000, or 1,000,- 
000 daily. There are 170,000 miles of cables 
and 665,000 miles of land lines. 
In this country it is estimated that 80,000,- 
00U messages in round numbers are trans- 
mitted annually by the Western Union and 
Postal companies. The records of the West- 
ern Union company furnish some interesting 
statistics. At the close of the civil war 
there were 180,847 miles of poles and cables, 
75,686 miles of wire, and 2,250 offices in the 
Western Union system. About 5,000,000 
messages were then handled, Last year 
there were 180,847 miles of poles and cables, 
874,420 miles of wire, and 22,210 offices. The 
business handled amounted to 62,173,749 
messages. The receipts last year were $23,- 
915,732.78 and the expenses $17 ,825,581.52. 
The Postal company in 1898 operated 143,- 
200 miles-of wire, 2,601 offices, and handled 
15,407,018 messages. 
ubmarine telegraphy was suggested by 
n Francisco Salva, an eminent Spanish 
scientist, tn 1795, before the. Barcelona 
Academy of Sciences, but Schilling was the 
first to transmit electricity through a wire 
submerged in water. This experiment was 
performed near St. Petersburg in 1812, when

Several submarine cables were established 
in. Burope, and had been in successful opera- 
tion when Cyrus Field, in 1857, attempted to 
lay a submarine cable across the Atlantic. 
This enterprise was abandoned, but the proj- 
ect was revived the following year and act- 
ual communication was established between 
England and the United States. After a 
few weeks the cable ceased working and it 
was never again’ operated, nor was it re- 
covered.. While it was in operation, how- 
ever, 730 messages containing 10,000 words 
were transmitted across the Atlantic, there- 
by. establishing its value and insuring fur- 
ther investigation of the subject. .In 1966 
cable completed, and ocean 
telegraphy between Europe and America 
was established beyond all question.

The tetautograph is 
a writing telegraph, an exact reproduction of 
the message being sent as it is written, so 
that a facsimile of the original appears at 
the receiving station as soon as the sender 
completes the last stroke with the pencil or 
pen at the otherend. The system has been 
introduced much more extensively abroad 
than in this country. I 
Pictorial telegraphy, which absorbed so 
much attention in the early days of the tele- 
graph, and was finally abandoned, because of 
the inability to secure synchronism, has 
lately been revived. Pictures in outline have 
been sent between New York and Chicago, 
but the system, employed is exceedingly 


crude, and dpes not show any other material 
advancement than the utilization of syn- 
chronism. 


Other applications of the electric telegraph 
are in the fire alarm, messenger, and burglar 
alarm service. These have all become so 
familiar that they need only passing notice. 
Electric bells and annunciatofs have also 
came into general use during the 
years. There-are other modifications along 
the same line too numerous for particular 
mention. 

Marconi's. experiments, based upon the 
ideas of Maxwell, as developed by Hertz, are 
too familiar to require extended notice here. 
This particular. development has not yet 
reached a point where it /is commercially 
practicable, but a field of usefulness has al- 
ready been discovered in signaling ships at 
sea that will assure for it the consideration 
necessary for its complete development.

985 offices. It is possible for persons 2,000 
miles apart to hold converration over the 
lines of this company with &s much clearness 
and distinctness as if they were separated 
by only 100 yards. In Europe the longest 
telephone connection thus far attempted is 
only 850 miles... 


the Bell patents employed 1,328,808 instru- 
ments, an increase of 409.717 since Jan. 1, 
1898, and a gain of 1,196,146 telephones since 
the present organization was effected in 
1880. In that year the American Bell Tele- 
phore company began business with 132,- 
602 instruments connected by 28,316 miles of 
wire in the several exchanges then estab- 
lished. 

The most interesting statistics upon the 
telephone industry are those which mark its 


exchanges, the entire force employed num- 
bering 4.762 men, women, and children. To- 
day the pay roll contains 19,608 names; there 
are 165,180 stations connected by 772,98 
miles of wire, and 1,126 exchanges, and 1,008 
pranch offices included in system. These

It must be remembered, too, that the indew 
pendent telephone movement which has been 
growing rapidly since the expiration of the 
fundamental Bell patents, six years ago, has 
assumed important proportions, and that its 
promoters and supporters have ‘established 


in the neighborhood of 38,000 exchatiges .

It is a curious fact that the principle of 
the electric motor was first discovered and 
that its practical utilization should have 
been delayed half a century until a mechan- 
ical generator of current could be developed 
and the relation of the two machines estab- 
lished. In the work leading up to this re- 
sult American inventors played a promi- 
nent part. Thomas Davenport, the village 
blacksmith in Brandon, Vt., was one of the 
first to recognize the value of Henry's ex- 
He built 100 electric motors, in- 
cluding an electric locomotive, which he 
exhibited on a circular railroad track in 
Boston as early as 1835. Professor Charles 
G. Page was another worker in this field, 
but nothing came of these efforts at that 
time, as the world was not ready for the 
applications to which electricity has since 
been put. The electric motor at that stage 
of electrical development was likened to 
half a pair of scissors—of no earthly use 
without the other half. The part that was 
wanted was a machine for converting large 
quantities of mechanical power into elec- 
tricity. This was made possible by Fara- 
day's discovery, already alluded to. which 
was at once taken up by Moses G. Farmer 
in this countrys Wheatstone and Varley in 
England, and Siemens in Berlin, and result- 
ed in the simultaneous production by Far- 
mer and Siemens of machines of this class. 

The principle of converting mechanical 
energy into electricity and reconverting this 
energy through a motor into mechanical 
power at once suggested the practicability 
of generating, transmitting, and utilizing 
electricity where it was convenient to have 
the source at a considerable distance from 


- the point of distribution. At first the ap- 


plication of the newly discovered principle 
was confined to lighting and street rail- 
ways, but gradually it has been extended to 
all forms of work, including mining, driving 
factories, operating elevators, turning fans, 
ete., replacing steam engines and greatly 
improving the sanitary conditions in many 
lines of trade.

* There is probably no single branch of the 
entire electrical industry in which so much 
advancement has been made and is so little 
appreciated as in tighting. Although the 
principle of the aro lamp was discovered by 


Davy about 1800, and the Jablochkoff candle 


was used in Paris in 1877, the arc lamp of 
commerce was not invented until Charles F, 
Brush produced his regulating mechanism. 
Wor years this invention and numerous modi- 
fications have been ‘employed, particularly 
for’out-door lighting, but now the open arc, 
as it is called, is being supplanted by the 
inclosed arc, which was introduced into 
commercial use about five years ago. Mr. 
Lotis B. Marks read a paper on this subject 
before the electrical congress at Chicago in 
1808. In the early days the arc lamp kept up 
a constant clatter and was accompanied by 
an annoying hissing. In the late forms of 
c-lighting apparatus these disagreeable 
tures have been eliminated.

genius the designer of this system. The 
requirgments of commereial lighting on a 
large Scale introduced new problems which 


must be solved. The question of regulation, 
for instance, was one of great importance. 
Twenty years ago the flickering gas flame or 
the sputtering, smoking oil wick would 
scarcely be noticed, but today the slightest 
variation in the incandescent lamp is ccn- 
sidered sufficient grounds for complaint. 
The public hag been educated up to higher 
requirements, and the electric lighting com- 
panies endeavor to raise this standard 
constantly; thereby insuring immunity from 
gas competition. This can only be secured 
by the employthent of efficient apparatus 
and a properly designed system of distribu- 
tion. It may not be known generally by the 
people of Chicago that the Chicago Edison 
company has an investment of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in storage batteries at 
its Adams street building, used principally 
for taking care of thé fluctuations in the 
load and keeping the lamps throughout the 
system at the proper candle, power at all 
times. This has come to be a recognized 
feature of modern central station practice.

HIE storage battery

be said to have been 
‘advanced farther in 
that time than in all 
the earlier years of 
its history. Consid- 
ered as a piece 
of apparatus for 
: the production of 
secondary currents of sufficient intensity and 
permanence to be of practical use in the 
industries, the storage battery is of quite 
recent development, although the principal 
phenomena involved have long been studied. 
The discovery of secondary currents dates 
back to the beginning of the century, when 
Gautherot in 1801, during an experiment on 
the electrolysis of ealt water between 
platinum and eilver electrodes, observed a 
reverse current, on accidentally closing his 
voltameter circuit. The phenomenon be- 
came almost immediately the subject of in- 
vestigations by the physicists of the time, 
and is to be found discussed in the writings 
of Ritter, Volta, Davy, Becquerel, and others. 
No useful result, other thar the production 
of reverse voltameter currents of short du- 
ration and feeble intensity, seems to have 
been reached until fully a half cemtury later 
(1854), when Sinsteden conceived the idea 
of using oxidizable metals as electrodes, 
with a view of producing currents of useful 
qualities. 
Gaston Planté in 1866 first made a useful 
storage cell, the materiale being lead plates 
immersed in sulphuric aci@. He was followed 


and Faure in France, about the same time, 
in developing a pasted cell which greatly re- 
ducea@ the expense of manufacture. Modifi- 
cations of this idea are now universally 
used. The most important émployment of 
storage batteries today is in connection with 
large power plants where good regulation 
and reliable service are essential. 

In electric welding the principal advance- 
ment has been made in America, where the 
process invented by Professor Elihu Thom- 


eon is generally adopted. The possibilities 


of thie feild were clearly indicated by Pro- 
fessor Thomson in 1886 in a paper read by 
him the American Sooclety of Arts. 
The system developed by a Russian inventor 
named Bernardo possesses many advan- 
tages. The principle involved is aleo used 
now in “ cutting ”’ steel, such, for instance, 
as the doors of bank vaults, or other large 
masses «f metal, where a rough cut will 
answer. | 

The electric forge an@ the electric furnace 
are developments of the same general prin- 
ciple, athough as yet these flelde are only 
partially explored. The electric furnace has, 
however, made it, possible to adapt the in-

The entire Bonaparte fam- 
ily was opposed to the match, and, diplo- 
matic inqwries having proved that’ no 
Princess of the blood was available, at the 
last moment proposed a fjnarriage with 
Princess Czartoryska. But on Jan. 19, 1852, 
the engagement with Eugenia was an- 
nounced and a year later the marriage took 


place. 
Pinnacle Reached at Last. 


The ambition of mother and daughter was 
realized. How Eugénie played her réle upon 
the world’s stage—for Paris is the world in 
the view of many--is fresh in the memory of 
all. She united in the most fortunate man- 
ner Spanish grandezza with French grace, 
and she succeeded not only to impress the 
stamp of her taste upon the imperial court 
of France, but she was soon the recognized 
sovereign ruler in the world’s empire of 
fashion. But her triumphs in this respect 
and the climax of woman's blessing, when 
her son was born, was soon followed by the 
end of her domestic luck. Jerome, the 
brother of her husband, hated her. Through- 
out France she was detested by the Liberals

USICAL interest is supposed ‘to be 
either non-existent or on its vaca- 
tion at this midsummer period of 
the year, and yet this ‘afternoon 
will find hundreds of persons climb- 

ing up that long hillside in faraway Bavaria, 
and entering the big building that books 
down on the little Franconean Town of 
Bayreuth. “The Temple” will be the 
Mecca of countless Wagnerian devotees 
from every part of the world, and for the 
_next four weeks the thrifty townspeople of 
‘Bayreuth and the still thriftier inhabitants 
of Wahnfried will gather in diligently the 
mumerous marks” and “ pfenninge” 
which the music-eager pfigrim will give up 
for the privilege of worshiping at the fa- 
mous shrine. 

Notables of a rank no less than a Prince 
and a Princess of royal blood of England 
will journey to the iittle town, and rumors 
are not wanting that the Emperor of Ger- 
many himself will witness some of the per- 
formances. Americans, each and every one 
of whom is fabulously wealthy in the belief 
of the German, and Frenchmen, whose land 
is hated, but whose gold is loved, will make 
up the major mass of the patrons, fashion 
and display will toy with the patronizing 
of art and prate of sagas and leit-motifs, 
and thus the merry farce will go cheerily 
on. Frau Cosima and her son Siegfried un- 
derstand well the making of hay while the 
sunshine favors, and the summers bid fair 
to be few when a Bayreuth festival is not 
offered. | 

The Germans grow less and less generous 
tn their patronage as the years go on, for 
they realize that Bayreuth offers nothing in 
@ musical way that Dresden, Berlin, or 

‘Munich does not give, and demands much 

more_in the form of inconvenience and ex- 
penses. The and Meister- 
singer ’’ are heard to just as good advantage 
in any of the three cities mentioned as they 
are in Bayreuth, and so far as artistic com- 
pleteness is concerned the skilled directors 
nd stage managers of the royal opera- 
houses in Germany, free to use their own 
taste and judgment, accomplish far better 
results than often are shown at the ** Tem- 
ple,”” where the ‘‘ cosmical Cosima’’ and 
her whims have absolute sway. Bayreuth 
has become a fad, however—it is one of the 
*“sights’’ of Europe nowadadys—and so 
long as ‘“ Parsifal’’ remains the exclusive 
property of Frau Wagner and her children 
the excuse for making the troublesome jour- 
ney to the Bavarian town will not be lack- 
ing 


But when Munich, whose annual Wag- 
nerian festivals have become a source of 
annoyance, not to say detestation, to the 
mistress of Wahnfried, shall have obtained 
the legal right to add “‘ Parsifal "’ to the oth- 
erwise complete cycle of Wagner’s works. 
which it gives every year, it will be interest- 
ing to see what Bayreuth will do then to 
maintain its supremacy. 

The Munich festival this year will begin 
just before the Bayreuth one closes, and be- 
pides Die Feen, Tannhauser,” 
**Lohengrin,” Tristan and Isolde,” and 
‘“Der Fliegende Hollander of Wagner, Mo- 
zart’ ‘*Don Giovanni,’’ Marriage of Fi- 
garo,” and “ Magic Flute,” and Siegfried 
Wagner’s Der Barenhiuter will be pre- 
gpented. To give mode! productions of Mo- 
gart’s works, and other classics, was, as is 
well known, the desire and intention of Wag- 
ner when he planned the ‘“‘ Temple ”’ at Bay- 
reuth, but this, along with many other ideas 
pf the master, has been lost sight of by his 
widow, and Munich, therefore, offers not 
only better performances of Wagner’s own 
‘works, but carries out more nearly his plans.

Local interest centered in the first pro- 
duction on any stage of Jakobowski’s “‘ La 
Tarantella,” which the Castle Square com- 
pany accomplished last Monday evening at 
the Studebaker. While not a work of sich 
extraordifary merit that it is destined toa 
Place among the masterpieces of light opera, 
it nevertheless contains much that musically 
ds far above the average, and which not only 
entitles it to the respect of the music-lover 
but enables it to afford him considerable 
pleasure in listening to it. That much of tise 
music is reminiscent is undeniable, but it is 
@ question if the avoidance of this reminis- 
cent quantity in light opera music be entirely 
possible at the present day. 

Tunefulness is the first essential in such 
music, and the supply of * tunes ’’ isin a cer- 
tain degree exhausted—that is, of tunes 
some characteristic -interval or striking 
rhythm in which is not similar to that found 
dn some melody already familiar. This simi- 
larity of a portion of a melody is what con- 
stitutes reminiscence and enables fault- 
_ seekers to say: ‘*O yes, the beginning of 
that is all right, but the ending is stolen 
from so and so!”’ or ‘‘ The beginning is taken 
from this or that, only he ends it differ- 
ently!’’ 

it is scarcely probable that a composer 
would copy deliberately a portion of a mel- 
ody already familiar to the public and give 
out as his own. To do so would be nothing 
less than deliberate suicide. It is far more 
credibic that two composers chance on thé 
same musical- phraseology for the expres- 
sion of an idea, just as two writers often 
clothe a thought in strikingly similar lan- 
guage. In music, moreover, the idea and 
its expression are more nearly a unit than 
are the thought and the spoken or written 
word. Musical synonyms are virtually non- 
existent, and that subtle but perfectly tangi- 
ble quantity, “a musical idea,’’ can have no 
tone in the’interval or phrase that expresses 
it or undergo any change of pitch or duration 
without being itself materially changed. 

This is the reason why reminiscence is so 
frequent in music, and when a composer 
comes to deal with a form in which the mel- 
ody or tune plays so essential a part, as 
does in light opera, the avoidance of.“ un- 
- conscious plagiarism "’ is almost impossible 
to him, If he indulges in elaborate orches- 
tration, involved rhythms, or startling har- 
monic progressions, his music not only loses 
the natural fluency and spontaneky which 
are requisite for successful light opera mu- 
sic, but is apt to take on a complexity suited 
only to grand opera. He must content him- 
self, therefore, with being tuneful and with 
handling his tures skillfully, letting reminis- 
cent phrases creep in as they may and un- 
avoidably will. 

Judged by such standards, Mr. Jakobowski 
has succeeded well in “ La‘Tarantella.”” He 
has arranged many attractive melodies. and 
in his harmonization and his employment of 
them has shown considerable skill and good 
taste.

just at a time when the German artists are displaying their numerous offerings 
for 1899, an illustrated art journal should go back to the exposition of 1897 for 
a subject. It is doubtful, however, if the critics will be able to discover any- 
thing in either of the Berlin exhibitions this year that will, at least as far as 
popular approval is concerned, overshadow ‘Gustav Eberlein’s “ Adam and’ Eve” 
cycle. The cycle is composed of a large plaster and four smaller bronze.groups. In 
the first, “God the Father Breathing the Breath of Life Into Adam,” represents 
the first man and the Creator only slightly differentiated in size. It is doubtful if 
the dignity of the treatment will be able to reconcile persons of puritanical breed- 
ing—the adjective is used in its best sense—with a willful disregard of the second 
Mosaic commandment. I will, however, leave to others the discussion of the pro- 
priety of an attempt to give plastic form to a conception that philosophers agree to 


be beyond the powers of the finite mind. If one is able unreservedly to adopt the 


point of view of the old Hebrews at the time this legend had real vitality, this crit- 
icism loses much of its force, from the artistic. side certainly, as the early Hebrews 
experienced no difficulty at all in thifking of God as a great Sheik and the personal 
friend and protector of the patriarch Abraham.

He is given a probation card, 
which must be signed by his teacher and 
presented to the supervisor each week for 
two months. |

. denly finds himself some day a prisoner, sit- 


ting on a hard bench in the large office of 


the Truant School, waiting for a dread- 
ful man to come and. take him away to the 


lower regions, where all his old, ragged 


clothes will be taken from him and sent 


home by his mother, while he is being 


' plunged into a bathtub of water and. 


scrubbed within an inch of his life. After 
this he puts on prison uniform, which con- 


' sists of a striped blouse and a pair of blue 
jeans, with a bib in front and straps over 


the shoulders. Boys come in many sizes, 


the overalls-in few, so that as thetruants . 


stand in line the sight is funny. The tallest 
boy, whose jeans reach scarcely to his knee, 
looks as if he had borrowed his youngest 
brother’s- clothes, while the smallest boy, as 
he painfully hitches his bluejeans up from 
his ankles, appears to be masquerading in 


But the boys themselves do not see the 


joke. Life at the Truant School is a serious — 


matter, and a new boy has scarcely had a 
chance to hunt for pockets in his new clothes 
before he is whisked into a high chair, en- 
veloped with a huge cloth, and subjected 
to the process of having his head shaved 
with ‘what is known as the lawn mower 
among the truants. When the renovation is 
over thé prisoner is ready to take his place 
with the other truants and perform the 
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and after finding everything O. K, the 
vessel passes on one mile and anchors in 
the harbor. 

On account of shallow water there is no 
wharf where the transport can dock at 


‘ At 6 in the morning the boys get up 
like soldiers, dress, turn*back the bed clothes 
to air, and march down-stairs to the wash- 
room. At 7 o’clock comes breakfast, after 
which the truants fall into three detach- 
ments to do the work of the house. The 
best boys of all are allowed to clear tables 
and set them, and to wash the dishes. 


7 Kitchen work falls in the next grade, but 
- bedmaking is the lowest task of all, and 


if a boy is bad enough to “ lose his jobin the 
dining-room ": and be put back at bedmaking 
he will probably be found weeping bitter 
tears and wiping them off with his fist, as 
he puts on the bedding and sets the pillows 
straight. At half past 8 household work is 
finished for the morning and the boys march 
down-stairs again to wash and brush up for 
school. 
This, with its progression of study, recita- 
tion, manual training, and sewing for the 
younger truants, occupies the time until 
dinner at 12. From 1 to 3 school is tn ses<- 
sion again, but from 8 until half past 5 
time hangs heavily. The Truant School is 
in a crowded, ill-smelling district, and a

small courtyard ‘is the only out-of-door 
place open to the truants. They pace up and 
down between its narrow limits for an hour, 
then come in at 4 or half past, and black 
their boots, as they sit on benches around 
four sides of a dark bd@sement room. 

At half past 5 the bell calle them to sup- 
per, and at quarter of 7 comes a regular 
military drill, which the. boys love above 
everything else. They unconsciously learn 
in this hour the promptness and obedience 
which help as much to reform them as any of 
the definitely reformatory measures. On. 
Monday and Friday the drill,master from 
outside takes charge of the boys himself. 
These are festival occasions, for a continued 
story follows the drill. But the bad truants 
cannot hear it, and they slink out of the 
room with such sad expresions that only 
stern necessity keeps the drill master from ° 
calling them back. Promptly at 8 the days 
end for all the boys, naughty and good, and 
they turn into their clean, white beds, to 
sleep as well as their consciences will allow. 

On Sunday afternoon a pleasant break 
is made. by allowing the boys who have 
done well to come up into the reception- 
room to listen to a story by Mrs. Alger. She 
usually provides a treat, too, and one of the 
most interesting things about the trvant 
school is the moment when apples, for in- ' 
stance, are being distributed to-the fifty 
truants. No boy offers to touch his apple 
till each is supplied. Then Mrs. Alger says: . 
boys! One, two,- three!’”’ At 

“three” each boy bites his apple, and the 
aggregate crunch makes the visitor think 
that the days of giants and their great 
jaws are returned again. | 

Perhaps this system of discipline sou 
comfortable and easy to the boy outside, 
but if he has any such mistaken notion he 
need only talk with a reformed truant a 
few minutes to correctit. In the first place, a 
boy cannot talk to his companions, or even 
speak to them. A gathering of truant boys 
is as quiet as if they were ghosts. Ther the 
truants are never left alone. There is an 


. orderly in the room when they wake up, 


and he follows them about all day until they 


‘go-to sleep. If they try to talk he shouts 


out: “ Silence, there!” and the culprits su 


side.

possible chance is given to a boy to reform 
before his father or this mother is made to 
sign the paper which commits him to the 
school until he is fit to be a member of so- 
ciety again.

Persuasion is good for one, honor system for 
another, coercion for another—but Mrs.

able she treats his tongue to cure the evil. 
This treatment consists of sprinkling pow- 
dered quinine on his tongue, which is bitter 
enough and mysterious enough to keep him 
thoughtful, and at the same time it is good 
for his physical self. If a truant serdiches 
and kicks and bites under the impression 
that that is the best way out of truant school 
he is given a trial of the “ cooler,’ a small 
ven@lated closet, which just holds one of the 
rebe‘lious little urchins comfortably. After 
a few half-hours there he begins to appre- 
clate that the only way out of that ponderous 
front door is by being good, and sooner or 
later he learns to organize his conduct along 
those lines. | 
The length of time which it takes to bring 
a boy to repentance Is different for the dif- 
ferent truants. Sometimes a little fel'ow of 
8 or 10 will be so hardened and callous that 
it takes weeks to soften him, and his con- 
version when it does come is as full of stress 
and pain as that of a grown man. Tho sys- 
tem of different colored buttons for different 
es of excellence has worked well.

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UNIVERSITY OF NOTRE DAME. 
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N the northern verge of Indiana, with- 
in five miles of the Michigan line, and 
just on the edge of that narrow water- 
shed which slopes toward the great 

lakes, is situated an institution of learn- 
ing, which fs, year by year, becoming* 
better known through the young men who | 
are thronging there for instruction from all 
the countries of the new world. Within 

- sound of the brawling St. Joe, lying peace- 
fully in grass-girt basins are the twin lakes 
of Notre Dame. On their gently sloping 
bluffs are primeval oaks, beneath whose 
shade Marquette held council with the Pot- 
tawattomies, and here a little band of re- 
ligious of the Order of the Holy Cross saw 
fit, more than half a century ago, to lay 
the crude beginnings of a college, trusting it 
would develop as civilization moved west- 
‘ward and become in time the foremost Cath- 
olic institution in America. 

‘It is doubtful if there is a university in this 
country which was founded under more 
adverse conditions, and nourished by devot- 

ed men with greater self-sacrifice, than 
Notre Dame. The growth of the institution 
has been slow and the beautiful college 
buildings of today, surrounded by hundreds 
ef acres of forests and pasture lands and 
grain fields, represent the accumulated labor 
of hundreds of lives; for Notre Dame has not 
received an endowment in all its history. 

Nothing serves to illustrate better the mis- 
sionary and religious zeal of an order of re- 


the growth of the University of Notre Dame. 
It is over fifty years since the Rev. Edward 
Sorin first stood in the clearing on the banks 
of St. Mary's Lake and:looked out over 
the snow-covered landscape where the walls 
and towers of Notre Dame now rise. A few 
years before this there had been formed 
in the City of Nans, in France, a religious 
+ order, the Congregation of,the Holy Cross, 
whose members were consecrated to teach- 
ing and preaching. Edward Sorin became 
one of the earliest members of the new 
‘congregation. He had listened, ‘while a 
young man, to an appeal of the learned 
Bruté, first Bishop of Vincennes, to the re- 
 ligious societies of France for aid in minis- 
_ tering to the large and scattered ‘missions 
of Indiana. Shortly after Father Sorin was 
Ordained priest and he, with six religious, 
) Was sent by his own request to Indiana. 
_ Owing to the poverty of his order Father 
Sorin and his companions, in crossing the 
Atlantic, had to avail themselves’ of the

BEGINNING OF NOTRE DAME. 


The missionaries were ten days in reach- 
ing Notre Dame. The only building of any 
kind in the clearing was a little house of un- 
shaped logs built years before by Fathers 
Petit and Badin, and used by them in their 
ministerings to the spiritual wants of the 
Pottawattomies. The first winter was hard. 
The following extract, written shortly after 
his arrival, is taken from Father Sorit’s 
diary: “I have not yet seen my poor In- 
dians; they have gone hunting, not being 
aware of my arrival. Lately one of our 
good brothers had his foot frozen, and an- 
other one his toes; and I had just 50 cents, 
sufficient, perhaps, to permit me to show 
that I was not altogether insensible to their 
sufferings. We have just one bed and they 
insist that I shall take it. They themselves 
sleep on the floer. Tomorrow I shall give up 
my room to be used as a workshop.” 

Surely a university was never founded in 
the face of greater poverty and privations.

The 
work at Notre Dame was begun.. A limit- 
less expanse of wilderness, a log hut, built 
by unskilled Indians, through the’ gaping 
crevices of which the snows ‘swept inward, 
rising in unwelcome heaps on the humble 
epts of the occupants, a young priest with a 
few brothers, literally without staff, scrip, 
or money—this was Notre Dame in 1842. 
The college doors were opened on Nov. 26, 
1842, and Alexis Coquillard, afterwards the 
wealthy South Bend wagonmaker, was the 
first student enrolled. A second little colony 
of ten religious was sent from France 
in 1843. On. Aug. 28 of that year the 
corner-stone of the main college building 
was laid. Many Indians assisted in erecting 
the*edifice, and the session of 1844 opened in 
the new building, In January of that year 
the Legislature of the State of Indiana 
granted a charter to the university, empow- 
ering it to confer all degrees in literature, 
science, and arts, as well as in the learned 
professions. The first degree conferred was 
Bachelor of Arts, in 1849, on Neal H. Gilles- 
ple. At that time Notre Dame could boast 
of fifty-six students on the rolls. 

‘The original grant of land on which the 
first college building was erected was found 
insufficient for the growing needs of the 
institution, and from time to time new pur- 
chases were made. The community re- 
claimed hundreds of acres of malaria-in- 
fected swamp land, fixed ‘the indefinite 
boundaries of the lakes, transformed barren 
tracts of flag and sedge into forests of oak 
and maple and made the barren sand dunes 
fit for cultivation, | 

The main university buildings have been 
burned to the ground three times in the last 
fifty years. The latest and most disastrous 
fire was in 1879. ‘Only a few years before a 
magnificent central building that contained 
lecture rooms, the library, etc., had been 
built at a cost of $300,000. Most of the funds 
for this costly structure were sectired at a 
high rate of interest. A small part of the 
value of the building was covered with insur- 
ance at the time of the fire, and this financial 
loss, with the cost of the building which has 
since been erected, absorbed the resources 
of the university for almost a decade. 

' In- the history.of a university one man 
generally stands out conspicuously, round 
whom events are grouped. In the history of 
Notre Dame this,mar is the Very Rév. Ea- 

rd Sorin. As a humble priest he, with the 
aid of his fellow-religious, laid the founda- 
tions of the university; for a quarter of a 
century he served it as President and in- 
structor, and so well did he perform his 
duties that the members of the Congrega- 
tion of the Holy Cross outside of the United 
States, in Canada and Europe, recognized 
value of his personal’ 


and | 


made him head of the entire order. .For the 
first time in the history of America a re- 
ligious order founded in the old world 
sought its chief executive in America. 
Father Sorin accepted the high honor, how- 
ever, with one condition—that he should be 
permitted to remain in America, and from 
America rule the congregation in other coun- 
tries. 

His Americanism is -proverblal. Arch- 
bishop Ireland said of it: ‘* There was in 
Father Sorin's life a characteristic that 
proved his high-mindedness and contributed 
in no small degree to his success—it was his 
sincere and thorough Americanism. From 
the moment he landed on our shores he 
ceased to be a foreigner. At once he was an 
American, heart and soul, as one to the 
manor born. The republic of the United 
States never protected a more loyal and 
more devoted citizen. He understood and 
appreciated our liberal institutions; there 
was in his heart no lingering fondness for 
old régimes or wornout legitimism. For 
him the government chosen by the people 
was the legitimate government, and to his 
mind the people had chosen well when they 
resolved to govern themselves. He under- 
stood and appreciated the qualities of mind 
and heart of the American people, and, be- 
coming one of them, spoke to them and la- 
bored for them from their plane of though 
and fashion. and he was understood an 
appreciated by them. His predilection -for 
the American character and for American 
ideas caused him, even by the Pope*him- 
self, to be distinctively styled The American. 
No better idea of this grand character can 
be conveyed than that which this anecdote 
gives: Two of his nephews, Frenchmen, 
joined the order at Notre Dame, but the 
elder, remaining too much of a Frenchman 
to suit the taste of Father Sorin, was sent 
back to France. ‘My dear son,’ said he, 
‘France is for the French, America is for 
Americans; I ha¥Ve engaged your passage 
for Europe.’ ” 


SPLENDID WAR RECORD. 


At the outbreak of the civil war there 
were two companies of cadets at the univer- 
sity and Notre Dame sent the largest num- 
ber of men to the front of any college west 
of the Alleghenies. Of these men, William 
F. Lynch, became Colonel of the Fifty- 
eighth IHinois Infantry and Robert Ww. 
Healy attained the rank of General. In ad- 
dition to these soldiers Notre Dame fur- 
nished more than half of all-the Catholic 
chaplains in the federal army, although it 
was done at a great sacrifice, for there were 
hardly enough priests left to conduct classes 
in the college. The most fanious of these 
chaplains was the Rev. William Corby, 
Chaplain of the Irish Brigade. He it was 
who stood amid the shot and shell, July 2, on 
the battlefield of Gettysburg, and gave his 

absolution before they made 


fought by the Army of the Potomac, was 
presented to Chaplain Corby by the men of 
the brigade, in spite of the attempt made by 
the State of New York to purchase it, and it 
now hangs in the parlor at Notre Dame. 
Archbishop Ireland said concerning this 
devotion shown by the Catholic priests to 
their country: ‘‘ Few priests were sent to 
the front to minister to the soldiers; no other 
order, no diocese, made, for the purpose, sac- 
rifices as did that of the Holy Cross. Fath- 
er Sorin saved the honor of the church. I 
speak from a special knowledge of the facts 
and I speak from my heart.” 


COLLEGE A MUNICIPALITY. 


There is no municipality in the United 
States quite like Notre Dame. The college 
grounds are a mile square and there are 
within these limits no buildings except 
those cqnnected with the university. There 
are thirty buildings altogether, the largest 
of which is 322 feet long by 15 feet wide 
and seven stories high. Counting St. Mary's 
Academy, there are close to 2,000 persons 
living in this little town, all under the juris- 
diction of the college authorities, and ex- 
cepting members of the faculty none are al- 
lowed to leave the collegé boundaries with- 
out permission from the prefect of disci- 
pline; in this respect Notre Dame is like 
a large military camp. There is a large shoe 
shop, a carpenter shop, blacksmith shop, 
tin shop, tailor shop, and undertaking es- 
tablishment, which are controlled entirely 
by the community and give employment to 
over 100 religious. There is a large truck 
farm that supplies the vegetables needed, 
and a bakery that furnishes bread for the 


entire community. There is a cold storage. 


house with all the latest improvements and 
connected with: it a meat market. There is 
an electric light plant and gas works. In 
addition there is a printing establishment 
that employs fifty hands and publishes the 
Ave Maria, one of the largest Catholic 
publications in the country. All students 
live at the university and take their meals 
in two large refectories, each of which has 
a seating capacity of 700 persons. It requires 
more than sixty sisters of the order to do 
the cooking for this small army. In case of 
{liness there is a hospital under the charge 
of sisters, where the system of nursing 1s 
excellent. There is nothing to take a stu- 
dent from the univérsity grounds from one 
year’s end to another, as far as the neces- 
saries of life are concerned. The postoffice 
building is near the entrance to the college 
grounds and does almost as large business 
as that in the neighboring city: of South 
Bend. 

The murmur and buzz of t colossal 
manufactories of South Bend are relieved 
gratefully by the quiet of Notre Dame. 
The avenue of stately maples leading to 
the university entrance is a fitting, pre- 
jude, as it were, to the symphony of artistic 
beauty that opens on all sides when the

tain times when the beauty of each bit of 
landscape is seen to the greatest advantage; 
when the background of sky and trees and 
grain, or the air heavy with haze adds to 
the pleasure of contemplation. One must 
have been an habitué.of the place with an 
intense sympathy for the different shades 
of beauty to get the keenest satisfaction 
and most lasting impressions of Notre 
Dame. In order to appreciate the beauty 
of St. Mary’s Lake go when the stn is hung 
in the horizon’s haze; then the spires of 
St. Mary’s Academy are rounded and mel- 
lowed and the lake bosom is lit with danc- 
ing wave bands of opal and turquoise and 
orange, and the graceful trees near the 
grotto let their leaves pulsate in the quiv- 
ering light. i 

All of the college bufldings.now standing 
at Notre Dame have been built within the 
last twenty years and are thoroughly mod- 
ern in their equipment. The principal build- 
ings are arranged in the form of a semi- 
circle and ‘face the main campus, which 
contains about fifteen acres. A skilled land- 
scape gardener has beautified this campus 
with shrubbery and rare plants; the walks 
are bordered with pine trees and century 
plants. The main building is in the middle 
of this semi-circle and is surmounted by a 
massive dome 100 feet in circumference at 
the base. This dome is gilt with pure gold 
leaf and supports a statue of the Blessed 
Virgin, twenty feet high, which is crowned 
with stars of electric light. The top of the 
dome is more than 200 feet above the ground 
and on a clear day It can be seen fifteen 
miles away. The large hall of this building 
is decorated with mural paintings, many of 
which are famous. This work was done by 
Luigi Gregori, an Italian painter of note, 
who spent ten years at Notre Dame paint- 
ing and superintending the decorative work. 
Probably the best known of his mural paint- 
ings are the scenes from the life of Colum- 
bus: they are eight in number. The two 
most pretentious, “‘ The Discovery of Ameri- 
ca” and “Columbus at the Court of 
Ferdinand and Isabella,”" occupy panels 
twenty-five feet long and fifteen feet high. 
He furnished the design for one set of the 
Columbian stamps issued by the governmen 
during the World's Fair. 


A GRAND CHURCH. 

On the right of the main building is the 
Church of the Sacred Heart—the University 
Church. This is next to St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral in New York, the handsomest Catholic 
church in America. It was begun in 1968 
and finished in 1893. The chimes range in 
weight from 14 pounds to 1400 pounds; they 
are rung by clockwork. Directly beneath 
them, 100 feet from the ground, in the same 
tower, is the largest 
bell in the country. It is tuned to sound in 
harmony with thechimes. The bell 


| 15,400 pounds and can be heard twenty 


miles away. The church has a seating ca« 
pacity of 2,000 persons. The stained glass 
windows of excellent workmanship were 
brought ‘from Europe. The altar, which 
stood fon 300 years in Rome, was purc 

and imported in complete state for the 
church. | 

To the right of the church are the dormi- 
tories fot upper classmen. Sorin Hall is 140 
feet square, three stories high, and has rooms 
for 200 students. It is fitted up with bath- 
rooms, billiard-rooms, electric lights, and all 
modern conveniences. Corby Hall is a dormi- 
tory for.under classmen. It has a frontege 
of 250 feet, and has rooms for 400 students. 
It has béen built within the last few years 
and is modern in every sense. 

To the left of the main building in succese 
sion are Washington Hall, Science Hall, Me- 
chanics’ Hall, and the observatory. Wash- 
ington Hall is devoted to social pastimes. 
It contains music-rooms, reading-rooms, 
billiard-rboms, and general recreation- 
rooms. The Academy of Musie is on the 
second or; it can seat comfortably 1,500 
people. he stage is thirty-five feet wide, 
The decorations on the curtain, columns, 
walls, and ceilings were done by Gregori; 
the theater is without exception the finest 
in the country in point of mural paintings. 

Science’Hall is considered by many, owing 
to the severe simplicity of its Greek archie 
tecture, to be the most beautiful of all the 
college baildings. The biological and chemi- 
cal laboratories are on the first two floors, 
and the museum occuples the open space in 
the interior of the building. There is an un- 
usually fine collection of physical apparatus, 
gathered for the most part by Dr. J. A, 
Zahm. The department of sound ts 
ly well represented in apparatus. Most of 
the instruments have been imported, and 
many aré without duplicates. 

Mechanics’ Hall is a commodious 


working, and is supplied with the most ap- 
proved form of ferges and cupolas for blacke- 
smithing and foundry work. 

The observatory consists of a main roons 
with a revolving dome, an east wing or 
transit-room, in which is mounted the tran- 
sit instrument, and a north wing which con- 
tains the computing instruments. The 
glass, an eight-inch one, was presented 
the university by Napoleon III. 


UP TO. DATE. 

Notre Dame bas not escaped the influence 
of progression. It is hardly to be expected 
that men educated in the best universities 
of America and Europe and infected with 
the world-throbbing spirit of tmnnovation

STORY OF NOTRE DAMES FAMED UNIVERSITY.

the faculty of the university have kept 
abreast of the mighty discoveries in every 
branch of knowledge, and through their ex- 
ertions the curriculum of Notre Dame has 
steadily advanced. But it is difficult to se- 
cure to Notre Dame the position in the 
popular mind that her excellent courses de- 
serve, although it is recognized in the faculty 
halls of other universities. It.is hard to con- 
vince the great Catholic population of the 
country that the struggling college of fifty 
years ago has been evolved into a great 
institution, with special departments in law, 
science, classics, and letters. The growth 
Bas not been rapid: the policy of the ad- 
ministrators has been conservative. When 
a department was needed it was créated, 
and when it was once called into existence 
dt was not allowed to sink into mediocrity. 

When the mathematical sciences: became 
s0 varied that it was necessary to specialize 
in one department in order to become pro- 
ficient in any particular branch of science, 
courses were established in civil and me- 
chanical engineering; when electricity had 
developed to the dignity of a science, a course 
was founded in electrical engineering; biol- 
ogy has its lkecture-room and laboratories; 
and now that journalism and economics and 
architecture have taken their places among 
professions, courses in these branches have 
been established. 

The engineering courses at Notre Dame 
are not surpassed by those of any institu- 
tion in the West. The best proof of this 
is the ease with which Notre Dame gradu- 
ates secure positions; indeed, there are in- 
stances within the last year where cor- 
porations have sought the _ services of 
students before they had received their de- 
grees. The work accomplished by the elec- 
tfical engineering class of ‘998 has more 
than once received favorable mention in 
scientific journals; for this class enjoys the 
distinction, In connection with the head of 
the department, of sending messages by 
wireless telegraphy farther than they have 
been sént by any person or party of per- 
sons in the United States. 

The most cogent factor in American life 
is the newspaper. The University of Notre 
Dame has accepted this fact and has estab- 
lished a course in journalism. In order to 
insure a high degree of excellence the course 
is open only to post-graduates, and a pre- 
requisite for graduation from the course 
is the acceptance of work by some standard 
publication. 

Many of Notre Dame's most prominent 


glumni are graduates of the law school. 


There are more than 100 lawyers in Chi- 
gagzo who have attended Notre Dame, and 
among them are many occupying positions 
of distinction. Such are, Judge J. A. Gib- 
bons, Hugh O'Neill, J. V. McDonnell, James 
Kennedy, Kickham Scanlan, Daniel

MEN OF REPUTE. 


There are a number of men serving on 
Notre Datme’s faculty whose names have 
national repute in history, art, and science. 
Professor John G. Ewing, head of the de- 
partment of sociology and history, is an au- 
thority on constitutional history, and one of 
the leading lecturers at the Catholic summer | 
schools. Professor Jerome J. Green, head 
of the department of electrical engineer- 
ing, although not yet 30 years of age, is oire 
of the best known electricians in the West. 
Dr. Austin O'Malley, head of the English de- 
partment, is one of the foremost American 
Catholic literary men. He fs among the most 
versatile literary men at Notre Dame. He 
is a critic of standing on all matters relating 
to painting, sculpture, and music; he was 
one of the physicians on the National Biolog- ' 
ical board at Washington. previous to his 
coming to NotreDame. He is an authority 
among Catholic school men on the Elizabeth- 
an drama. The Rev. John Cavanaugh of 
the English department is one of the editors 
of the Ave Maria. The Hon. Timothy How- 
ard, ex-Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Indiana, is one of the law faculty, and is 
recognized as an authority in matters of 
precedure. The Rev. John B. Scheter, Latin 
language and literature, is especially strong 
in the history and literature of the Augustan 
age. 

There are many societies at the university 
that foster the literary and musical talent 
of the students. Among them are the Co- 
lumbian and St. Cecilian Literary societies, 
the University glee club, the mandolin club, 
university band, orchestra, choir, Hoyne's 
Debating society, and the dramatic organ- 
izations. 

The university band plays on all impor- 
tant occasions and usually receives distin- 
guished visitors; it numbers forty pieces. 
The orchestra plays at the dozen or more 
entertainments given each year in Washing- 
ton Hall. All the dramatic societies are 
active and at least three plays are given at 
the university each year by members of 
these organizations. | . 

The literary societies have rooms in the 
main college building and hold weekly meet- 
ings.

The students in the English courses meet 
once a week, elect officers, ard go through 
all the forms of organization conformable 
to parliamentary law; this affords splendid 
drill in extemporancous speaking and {n the 
organization of societies.

Ex-Attache Writes of the 
Misfortunes of Russia’s 
Highest Princes. 


TWO DONETO DEATH 


To Be a Czarowitz Does Not 
Necessarily Mean an Heir 
to the Throne. 


CASE OF CONSTANTINE. 


RAND DUKE MICHAEL ALEXAN- 
DROVITCH may be congratulated 
on the fact that his brother, the Em- 
peror, in his ukase of July 11, pro- 
claiming him heir to the throne of 

Russia, has pointedly neglected to invest 
him with the title of Czarowitz. It is a title 
that to the students of Muscovite history 
bears an ominous sound, being associated 
fn their minds with every species of tragedy 
and unhappiness. Indeed, one would be al- 
most tempted to believe that the fact of a 
Prince being styled Czarowitz is sufficient 
to mark him outasa victim of Fate. : 

Although the word Czarowitz means “son 
' of the Czar.” yet there have been times when 
it has been borne by the brother of the Czar, 
although the latter has had several sons liv- 
ing at the time. Like the dignity of the 
Prince of Wales in Great Britain, and that 
of the Prince or Princess of the Austurias 
in Spain, it is conferred by the sovereign 
as an act of royal or imperial favor instead 
ef being assumed as a right of birth and in- 
heritance, and the Czar is at liberty if he 
wishes to appoint some other Prince of his 
Zamily rather than his eldest son as Czaro- 
witz if he sees fit. Thus Emperor Paul, al- 
though he proclaimed his eldest son, Alex- 
ander, heir to the throne in 1797, conferred 
‘the title of Czarowitz upon his second son, 
Constantine, in 1799, to reward his distin- 
guished services in the, Italian campaign, 
and Constantine continued to beag it not 
only throughout the reign of his eldé@r broth- 
er, Alexander, but likewise during part of 
the reign of his younger brother, Nicholas, 
although the latter had no fewer than three 
‘sons, the eldest of them 14 years old, at the 
time of his (Constantine’s) death. 


‘The First Czarowitz. . 


The first occasion that mention of a Czaro- 
witz is made in the history of Russia is the 
tragic tale of Ivan IV. killing in a fit of tem- 

rary passion his favorite son, the one ob- 
t that he loved in the world, and this 
mperor, who was so justly surnamed 
“The Terrible,” is on record as having be- 
come well nigh insane with grief and despair 
when he realized that he had slain his Czaro- 
witz. Coming down to more familiar days, 
we find Peter the Great administering poison 
to his son, the Czarowitz Alexis, nominally 
- as punishment for treason, but in reality 
because the Prigce hated the western ways 
of his father, and openly proclaimed his in- 
tention of abolishing as soon as he came to 
the throne all the Occidental reforms in- 
troduced by the founder of modern Russia. 
There are few more dramatic pages in Mus- 
covite annals than those describing the clos- 
ing scenes of this drama acted by the Em- 
peror and his heir in the dungeons of the 
Kremlin of Moscow, and in the presence of 
the leading dignitaries of the realm. 

From that time forth nothing more was 
heard of Czarowitzes until near the end of 
the last century, when Catherine II. con- 
ferred the title upon her son Paul. Im the 
interval between his nomination and the 
death of Peter the Great the throne was oc- 
cupied by the Empresses Catherine L., 
Elizabeth, and Catharine II., who may be 
said to have owed their elevation to might, 
rather than to right, while Peter II. 

igned by virtue of the first Catherine’s 

estament, Ivan VI. by that of Anne, and 

Peter III. by the nomination of Empress 
Elizabeth. It is almost impossible to de- 
scribe the cruelties to which the Czarowitz 
Paul was subjected by his mother, Em- 
press Catherine, who hated him towards 
the latter part of her reign with such a 
bitter hatred that his life was in constant 
danger. She repeatedly sought to have him 
put out of the way, and left a will disin- 
heriting him-in favor of his eldest son, 
Alexander, who was her favorite. This 
document, however, was burned immediate- 
ly after her death by Count Kurakin, a 
friend of Paul, and the latter ascended the 
throne. There is but little doubt that the 
cruelties which he had been subjected to by 
his mother had impaired his mind, and that 
he was insane during a portion of his brief 
reign, which was brought to a close by his 
assassination with the connivance of his 
two eldest sons. During his lucid moments 
be, however, did two sensible things. He 
restored to liberty the Polish patriot, 
Kosciusko, who thereupon came to this 
country and spent a number of years at 
' West Point on the Hudson, and he repealed 
the decree of Peter the Great which made 
the inheritancy of the throne dependent 
upon the wil! of the reigning sovereign, and 
endowed Russia with the laws of succession 
that remain in forte today.. Inasmuch as 
there is no constitution in Russia, and the 
rulers of that country are in every sense of 
the word autocrats, both temporarily and 
ecclesiastically, it is within the power of the 
present Czar to modify at any moment, and 
at his caprice, the laws of succession de- 
treed by his ancestor, the madman Paul. 


Mystery of Constantine. 


Enrperor Alexander I. became Emperor 
without ever having been Czarowitz, that 
title, as stated, having been conferred upon 
his younger brother Constantine as a re- 
ward for military services. Yet on the 
death of Alexander without male issue it was 


not Constantine that succeeded to the 
throne, but his younger brother, Nicholas I. . 


It is said that Czarowitz Constantine's re- 
nunciation of his right to the succession to 
the throne in favor of his younger brother 
Nicholas was voluntary. But tothis day the 
entire affair remains shrouded in the densest 
mystery, no one, save possibly some of the 
members of the reigning family in Russia 
and the keepers of the imperial archives.

EWPORT, R..I., July 21.—There has 
not been a Newport season for years 
when so much attention has been 
paid to dancing as at the present. 

: I suppose it is because dancing has 
been having so much attention in London 
the last season, for there was a general re- 
vival of dances at the smart balis in May- 
fair, and the waltz, so long the only dance 
tolerated by the swells, was set aside for 
more elaborate forms of dancing, and the 
English ladies even went so far as to take 
lessons of a French master.

A. very important feature of Emperor 
Paul's ukase is that which relates to the 
possibility of: the crown of Russia passing 
by right of inheritance to a foreign Prince— 
that is to say, to the issue of a Russian 
Grand Duchess who has married a foreigner. 
The decree insists that in such an event the 
Prince in question must renounce his for- 
eign nationality, and, if possessed of a for- 
eign throne, must abandon that as well,jin 
order to become a Russian and to join the 
Russian Church. In case of refusal to join 
the Russian Church. or to abandoh foreign 
throne or nationality, the Prince or Princess 


. in question loses ipgo facto the right of suc- 


cession to the Russian crown. Should the 
crown pass by right of inheritance to a 
Russian Grand Duchess, and the latter h 
pen to be married either to a Russian ora 
foreign Prince, the latter would become, not 
Emperor, but merely Prince Consort, and 


the reins of power would remain in the 
hands of the Empress Regnant. Finally, E 
peror Paul declares that, with a view of 
avoiding any doubt or dispute on the subject 
of the succession to the throne, each sover- 
eign must issue on his succession a proc] - 
tion designating the successor to the crown, 
and in the event of the death of the heir 
must at once, without more than twenty- 
four hours’ delay, nominate some Prince or 
Princess in his or her stead. 
The only addition which has been made 
to this law is one by Alexander III., who 
issued a ukase to the effect that no married 
Prince could succeed to the throne, or even 
become regent, whose wife did not profess 
national Muscovite faith. The Czar, it must 
be remembered, occupies not only the posi- 
tion of temporal ruler, but likewise of Su- 
preme Pontiff of the Orthodox Church, be- 
ing consecrated anf invested with ecclesi-

INVADE CHINA 


American Enterprise Being 
Felt in the Development 
_ of the Orient. 


A NETWORK OF RAILS. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.. July 21.—The 
new American railway trunk line 
line in’China, connecting Canton 
with Hankow, is to be put through, 
notwithstanding obstructive tac- 
tics, if a gentle but resolute pressure ap- 
plied by the Department of State at Wash- 
ington can accomplish anything. Ofcourse, 
other nations are in the field, and are using 
influence with the Foreign office at Peking 
to defeat the Yankee enterprise, in which 
the British have a partnership; but the op- 
portunities ahead are too rich to be readily 
abandoned. Hankow is the Chicago of the 
middle kingdom, situated on the mighty 
Yangtse Kiang—the Mississippi of the Em- 
pire. It has a milliom inhabitants, and, 
though 600 miles inland, is reached by deep- 
draft ocean-going steamships. What great 
results, then, will be accomplished by join- 
ing the commercial center of the interior 
with the principal seaport of southern 
China, 
The Yangtse-Kiang runs from west to east 
across the kingdom proper, and is navigable 
by small steamers for 2,000 miles from its 
mouth. Hence the immense importance of 
Hankow, which is the distributing center 
for the products of the interior, and espe- 
clally of the grain grown in the western 
province of Szechuan—a region somewhat 


resembling Minnesota and the Dakotas, with 


& population of 63,000,000. From Shanghai, 


which corresponds to New York commer- 
clally, this Asiatic Chicago gets a great sea 
trade, and so may be said to hold in its hands 
a large part of the business of the empire. 


The proposed railway from Hankow to 


Canton is the only road for which, up to 
now, 


Americans have obtained a conces- 


sion. It is about 600 miles in length, passes 


through a rich and important agricultural 
section, corresponding in character to In- 
diana, Illinois, Missouri, and Iowa—a region 
having a population equal to that of the 
United States—and 
wonderfully producing area of iron and coal. 
The route is almost due north and south, 
and at Hankow it connects with a proposed 
Belgian line, which will bring it into direct 
communication with Peking, the capital of 
the empire. The concession referred to was 
granted to American capitalists in April, 
1898, under an agreement executed after 
éue imperial sanction by the present Chinese 
Minister at Washington.

traffic, extending little by little, until it 
reached Tientsin at the south and the treaty 
port of Shan-hal-kwan on the north. Prov- 
ing successful it was further extended from 
Tientsin to within a short distance of 
Peking, with which it was connected with 
an electric road, the entire system proving 
so popular that it soon became necessary to 
enlarge its facilities. From Peking it has 
been extended, as already stated, southwest 
to Paoting, and thence is expected to péRe- 
trate the important coal and iron regions 
lying within easy reach. 


An International Affair. 


In the projected railway enterprises all the 
great nations are interested. Starting from, 
Manchuria, the extreme northeasterly de- 
pendency of China, is a projected Russian 
line to connect with the great Russian trans- 
siberian railway, now nearing completion. 
It will bring its great traffic to the ice free 
ports of Port Arthur and Taliewan on the 
Gulf of Pechill. To this proposed line the 
Chinese government has already given as- 
sent and work upon it is in progress, the 
men and property utilized in its construction 
being guarded by Russian troops. 

The important territory lying between 
Peking, and Tientsin at the north and the 
great Yangtze Valley in central China is al- 
ready a checkerboard of proposed railway 
lines. One of these runs from Tientsin 
southeast to Shanghal, at a distance of from 
100 to 350 miles from the coast, following 
the general course of the Grand Canal, and 
having a length of probably 700 miles. A 
small portion of this from Shanghal north- 
ward is a British concession; but, asa part 
of the proposed line extends through the 
Province of Shantung, in which the Ger- 
mans claim railway and mining rights under 
their Kiaochou concession, British and Ger- 
man capital have combined for the construc- 
tion of a large proportion of the road. At 
two points midway it is tapped by German 
lines, which run eastwardly to the German 
possession and port of Kiaochou, penetrat- 
ing important coal and iron regions. The 
population of the province through which 
cag Shantung, is more than 36,- 


West of the British-German line which 
connects Shanghai with Tientsin and ‘Pek- 
ing, and from 200 to 400 miles distant, is the 
important line which is to connect Peking 
with Hankow. Hankow is at the head of 
what may be termed deep water navigation, 
being in direct water communication with 
Shanghai and all the other great ports along 
the coast. The importance of a line which 
connects this great business center of nearly 
a million people with the capital of the em- 
pire and at the same time pasees through an 
important agricultural and mining section 
having a population of 100,000,000, can 
scarcely be overrated. This proposed line, 
about 650 miles log, is in the hands of a 
Belgian syndicate, though expression has 
been given to the belief that Russian influ- 
ence and Russian funds codperate in its 
proposed construction and prospective con- 


trol. 
World’s Greatest Coal Mines. 


Still further west is a series of roads sev- 
eral hundred miles in length penetrating 
the great iron and coal districts of north- 
western China, which are sald to be the 
greatest coal deposits of the workd. This 
system is under a combination of British and 
ItaMan intcrests, and the concession granted 
gives the privilege of mining coal and iron. 
Running southward from Shanghai, at a 
short distance from the coast, is a British 
line to connect the treaty ports of Wenchow, 
Ningpo, and Hangchow with Shanghai, and 
which is quite likely to be extended to the 
treaty ports farther down the coast and 
finally to the recently acquired British ter- 
ritory adjacent to Hongkong, where it would 
connect with a short British line now under 
construction and with the great southern 
commercial center of Canfon. The length 
of this line now projected, and for which 
concessions have been made, is about 200 
miles. From Shanghai westward there is 
also a short British line proposed to extend 
to Soochow Nankin. 

Several hundred miles west of the pro- 
posed American line is a British line to con- 
nect the Province of Szechuan in the west 
of China with Canton and Hongkong. 
Szechuan is the largest, the most populous, 
and perhaps the most productive of the 
provinces of China, being an elevated tabic 
land lying at the head of navigation on the 
Yangtse, and whose varied productions and

This proposed British line connects Cheng- 
too, the capital of Szechuan, with Wuchow 
on the West River, which has recently been 
opened to commerce, and from which point 
traffic will reach Canton either by the West 
River or by an already projected line from 
Wuchow to Canton. The proposed British 
line connecting Szechuan with the lines 


which reach Canton is about 600 miles in 


length. ‘\ 
Another extremely important British line 
differs entirely from any of those already 


| described in the fact that it is an effort to 


connect China and her railway systems with 
the railway systems of British India. This 
bold project is to extend the existing railway 
line from Mandalay, in Butmah, to the Chi- 
nese border at Kunlong Ferry. From that 
point it is proposed to build a British line 
northeastward into the Chinese provinces 
of Yunnan and to the City of Yunnan itself. 
and thence farther northeastward to Chun- 
king, in the great Province of Szechuan, to 
the head of navigation onthe Yangtze. This 
line would cross the British Mne connecting 
Szechuan with Canton, thus not only putting 
the railway system of Burmah into direct 
communication with Canton, but also bring- 
ing it ingo communication with the head of 
navigation in the great Yangtze Valley, 
where Great Britain has already obtained 
an agreement that no exclusive territorial 
concessions to foreign governments shall 
be made, and whose commerce is- looked upon 
as the most important in all China. While 
this project of tapping southern, western, 
and central China by a connecfion with the 
Burmah and Indian railway systems neces- 
sarily encounters many serious obstacles, 
because of the character of the territory 
through which the connecting lines must 
pass, it is one of great importance and al- 
most startling in its conception and possi- 
bilities, since, if successful, it would bring 
the existing railway system of India. having 
a total length of 25,000 miles, into touch with 
the proposed railway system of China, and 
connecting through China with the great 
Russian transsiberian road, thus giving a 
direct and connecting railway line from St. 
Petersburg eastward through Russia and 
Siberia, southward through China, an@again 
westward into and extending through British 


India,

The cost of these proposed railway lines in 
China will be enormous, and, though the 
profits expected by the projectors are ona 
corresponding scale, it is not wholly ap- 
parent that the latter may not come out at 
the small end of the horn. In the first place 
the imperial government has granted the 
concession only on the condition that after 
a term of years the roads and their outfits 
shall become absoiutely its own property 
without its paying acent forthem. All that 
the concessionnaires get ‘permission to 
work their own lines for a limited period, 
during which they must surrender 25 per 
cent of their profits from thé railways and 40 
per cent of their profits from miries. Cer. 
tainly, this would seem to be an extremely 
hard bargain, the “ heathen Chinee ” hav- 
ing decidedly the best of it from start to 
finish, That the intention of the Chinese 
government fs finally and absolutely to con- 
trol its railways is evidenced further by the 
fact that in its agreements with those pro- 
posing to construct lines it requires that 
schools of instruction for Chinese in the 
construction and management of railways 
shall be established, and that a certain pro- 
portion of the employés of the road shall be 
natives and citizens of the empire, thus 


‘providing for the education in railway con- 


struction and management Own peo- 
ple by the time that the oe ok of roads 
now proposed shall revert to the direct con- 
trol and ownership of the government.
